Colorado Society 


Members of the Colorado Society of Hospital Pharmacists 
met at St. Jeseph’s Hospital in Denver on November 15. The 
meeting was called to order by Mr. Joseph LaNier, president. 
He expressed appreciation to Sister M. Donalda and St. 
Joseph’s Hospital for serving as hosts for the meeting. Fol- 
lowing presentation of routine reports, Mr. Maurey Logan, 
a non-pharmacist representative of the newly incorporated 
Colorado Society of Pharmacists, briefly explained how they 
had become organized and the pressing need for unity and 
organization in pharmacy which had prompted their action. 
He told of the requirements for membership and the govern- 
ing aspects of the Society. Mr. Logan further discussed the 
aims and objectives of their organization which had _ been 
distributed to the group in printed form. Jack Thebus of 
Thebus Pharmacy and Howard Brooks of Earnest Drugs par- 
ticipated in the question and answer session which followed. 

A report of the nominating committee was presented and 
accepted for vote by mail ballot. A report on career day 
programs was presented by Miss Jean Kennison on the Ac- 
tivities of the Educational Committee. Other business covered 
proposed changes in the Constitution and By-Laws and com- 
munications from the national organization.

/n vitro studies show that STAPHCILLIN is a bactericidal penicillin 
with activity against staphylococci resistant to penicillin G. Strains of 
staphylococci so far tested have been sensitive to STAPHCILLIN in vitro 
at concentrations of 1-6 mcg. per ml. These levels are readily attained 
in the blood and tissues by administration of STAPHCILLIN at the 
recommended dosage. This unique attribute is probably due to the 
fact that STAPHCILLIN is stable in the presence of staphylococcal peni- 
cillinase.

Peak 
blood levels (6-10 meg./ml. on the average after a 1.0 Gm. dose) are 
attained within | hour; and then progressively decline to less than 
| meg. over a 4 to 6 hour period. It is poorly absorbed from the gastro- 
intestinal tract. STAPHCILLIN is rapidly excreted by the kidney. 


As shown by animal studies, STAPHCILLIN is readily distributed in body 
tissues after intramuscular injection. Of the tissues studied, highest 
concentrations are reached in the kidney, liver, heart and lung in that 
order; the spleen and muscles show lower concentrations of the anti- 
biotic. STAPHCILLIN diffuses into human pleural and prostatic fluids, 
but its diffusion into the spinal fluid has not yet been completely 
studied. However, one patient with meningitis showed a significant 
concentration in his spinal fluid while on STAPHCILLIN therapy. 


IN FOR “RESISTA 


Toxicity studies with STAPHCILLIN and penicillin G in animals show 
that they have approximately the same low order of toxicity. 


Certain staphylococci can be made resistant to STAPHCILLIN in the 
laboratory, but this resistance is not related to their penicillinase pro- 
duction. During the clinical trials, no STAPHCILLIN-resistant strains of 
staphylococci were observed or developed; the possibility of the emer- 
gence of such strains in the clinical setting awaits further observation. 


PRECAUTIONS 

During the clinical trials, several mild skin reactions, e.g., itching, 
papular eruption and erythema were observed both during and after 
discontinuance of STAPHCILLIN therapy. Patients with histories of hay 
fever, asthma, urticaria and previous sensitivity to penicillin are more 
likely to react adversely to the penicillins. It is important that the 
possibility of penicillin anaphylaxis be kept in mind. Epinephrin> and 
the usual adjuvants (antihistamines, corticosteroids) should be avail- 
able for emergency treatment.

spread of flu and flu-like illnesses which, all too 

frequently, lead to staphylococcal pneumonia and 
death in high-risk patients. Although the influenza epidemic 
wave of the first three months of 1960 was not as severe 
as the Asian-flu winter of 1957-1958, the USPHS still con- 
siders that it caused 26,000 excess deaths during the period.

editorial

The Written Word 


P DEVELOPMENT OF A LITERATURE IS ONE OF THE 
hallmarks of a profession. The body of writing related 
to hospital pharmacy has grown significantly during 
the past two decades and reflects to a great extent the 
vigorous enthusiasm of this old, but newly awakened, 
specialty of pharmacy. It was ten years ago that the 
first Comprehensive Bibliography on Hospital Phar- 
macy containing over 1300 citations, was compiled 
and published by Gloria Niemeyer. Since then, four 
supplements to the Comprehensive Bibliography have 
been published, including the one contained in this 
issue, and these supplements are the joint efforts of 
William Heller and Gloria Niemeyer Francke. The 
collection, classification, and organization of these ref- 
erences totaling about 5000 items represent a signifi- 
cant professional contribution. 


The literature of hospital pharmacy is diverse. In its 
broadest sense it encompasses the literature of phar- 
macy which in itself is as diverse as the basic sciences 
which underlie it. In its more limited sense the litera- 
ture of hospital pharmacy deals with aspects of phar- 
maceutical practice peculiar to hospitals. But even here 
there is overlapping because the basic ideas used in 
hospital practice find their counterparts in numerous 
other fields. For example, articles on purchasing, in- 
ternships, outpatient departments, education and train- 
ing, to mention only a few, stress the special applica- 
tion of broad general principles to hospital practice. 
Again, an article on the degradation of glucose solutions 
or one on the stability of alkaloids after sterilization, 
for example, are not limited to hospital pharmacists in 
their usefulness but become a part of the literature 
of pharmacy as a whole. 


To discuss the importance of a literature is to dis- 
cuss the importance of ideas, a subject far too broad 
to be broached here. But briefly a profession’s literature 
is something to use, to contribute to, to organize. for 
retrieval, to abstract, to interpret, to apply its ideas 
to one’s everyday practice, and, perhaps most impor- 
tant, to stimulate the reader to action. 


Merely to become acquainted with the literature of 
a profession is a large undertaking; but no professional 
man can stay long in the vanguard unless he succeeds 
in accomplishing this. Of course each pharmacist’s 
interest will vary and he will be drawn automatically to 
certain subjects, but he must still maintain an overall 
acquaintanceship with what is being done and said in 
his field—in other words with the ideas currently 
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undergoing evaluation and testing as they relate to the 
needs, hopes, and aspirations of the specialty. 


Articles and books contain ideas. Their main pur- 
pose is to stimulate the reader to action. This implies a 
role for the reader as well as the writer. Thoreau 
once remarked that “It takes two to speak truth—one 
to speak it and one to hear it.” Thus the reader must 
take the ideas presented by the writer, must digest 
them, interpret them within the context of his own 
background and present needs, and, either reject them, 
store the concept of them in his memory, or use them. 
Reading, if actively done, inevitably forces us to re- 
adjust our thinking and our concepts, to select, to 
modify, to reject, until we ourselves gain new insights. 
This, in effect is the process of education and as 
Carlyle has observed, “The true university of these 
days is a collection of books.” 


But pharmacy and its practitioners are a part of 
society and, as such need greater insights than the 
narrow scope their profession provides. These are 
gained through a liberal education, a process that is 
continuous throughout life. “In terms of education, the 
best way to cultivate the requisite ‘bigness’ of mind is 
through the liberal studies, conceived as those areas 
of knowledge which enlarge the understanding and 
deepen the insights of men with regard both to men 
themselves and men in their social relationships, and 
which, at their highest levels, assist them to develop 
the capacity successfully to deal with these abstract 
ideas that illuminate and allow them more wisely to 
control the world in which they live.”’ Outwardly 
society has changed much over the centuries but 
inwardly man has changed little; these are the lessons 
taught by all great writings. 

An acquaintanceship with the literature of one’s pro- 
fession blended, in some unknown manner, with an 
acquaintanceship with the profoundly revealing writ- 
ings of great men of all ages forms the foundation 
upon which a profession makes its greatest contribu- 
tion to its members and to society as a whole. Hospital 
pharmacists have made a beginning, and a good one— 
but vast opportunities for the enrichment of hospital 
pharmacy’s literature await fulfillment.

P DEVELOPMENT OF THE LITERATURE Of a profession 
is perhaps one of the more important contributions 
which practitioners make to their chosen field. Cer- 
tainly, proper utilization of the literature offers the pro- 
fessional person many advantages in carrying out his 
day to day work whether it be in the field of engineer- 
ing, medicine, law; or any of the several professions. 
Literature serves not only as an aid in improving pro- 
fessional practices and disseminating information to 
one’s colleagues, but also to mark the year to year prog- 
ress of the profession. 

The abundance of literature in pharmacy and re- 
lated fields is staggering, particularly when one con- 
siders the fact that the literature in the general fields 
of medicine, pharmacy and chemistry is so closely re- 
lated that one cannot “divide” useful references or 
information sources into those specifically for hospital 
pharmacy. Rather, consideration must be given to the 
entire fields of the biological and physical sciences. 
In the field of pharmacy alone, the literature can be 
divided into four major areas of pharmaceutical science

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—pharmaceutical chemistry, pharmacognosy, pharma- 
cology, and pharmacy. Added to these are those 
special areas related only to a particular speciality 
within the profession, such as hospital pharmacy. 

Also in considering the scope of reference material 
available, we cannot overlook the numerous medical 
publications representing its many specialities. Medical 
literature has had an enormous growth in recent 
years; in this country alone 500 medical periodicals are 
being issued. Most of these are, of course, published 
monthly. At present in the World List of Scientific 
Periodicals, which covers the period 1900-1950, ap- 
proximately 50,000 journals are listed and of this num- 
ber at least 5,000 are medical. This gives some indica- 
tion of the extent of the use of periodicals in the medi- 
cal field and further indicates the importance of an 
acquaintanceship with the literature. 

With these points in mind, we pause 
literature of our profession, to take into account our 
daily needs in practice, and to look at our role in the 
development and use of the literature. Our objectives, 
then, in presenting the material in this issue of the 
JourNAL may be listed as follows: 


to review the 


1. To stimulate a greater awareness of the literature 
and reference sources available. 
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2. To instill a perspective with regard to utilization 
of the literature by practicing hospital pharmacists. 


3. To help foster background which can serve as a 
tool in the use of the literature. 


4. To aid and encourage practicing hospital phar- 
macists to contribute to the literature. 
4 . 


The literature of American pharmacy is abounding. 
Much credit is due those who have practiced in the 
profession, those who have made their contributions 
to the literature, those who have developed meetings, 
seminars, etc. for the presentation of papers, those in 
the field of education who have contributed much to 
the literature, and finally those who have made publi- 
cation of the contributions possible. 

In American pharmacy, such contributions encom- 
pass more than a century and a half of literature, re- 
cording not only practice and application, but a history 
and development in the; field. No less significant to 
its practitioners is development of the literature of 
hospital pharmacy. Hospital pharmacy practitioners 
will always be dependent to a large meaure on the 
total literature of pharmacy. However, with the growth 
of this speciality has come contributions having spe- 
cial application to pharmacy practice in hospitals and 
related institutions. Further, hospital pharmacists have 
expressed a need for literature and reference material 
in areas which might not necessarily be utilized by their 
colleagues in other specialities of the profession. The 
role of the hospital pharmacist as a drug consultant 
is discussed in another paper in this issue of the Jour- 
NAL. However, one cannot overlook the many other 
needs, perhaps even greater ones, which exist in other 
aspects of day to day hospital pharmacy practice. Thus, 
this brief introduction, along with articles on filing, 
information sources, and other guides to use of the 
literature, will serve to remind hospital pharmacists of 
their opportunities and responsibilities in this area. 


Justification and Need 


The hospital has become more and more the com- 
munity health center with patients coming to receive 
total medical services. At the same time physicians, 
nurses, pharmacists and other health personnel practice 
in this institution where their specialized knowledge 
and skills are focused on caring for the sick. 

Knowledge of drugs is paramount in the diagnosis, 
prevention, and cure of disease. The pharmacist is a 
specialist in the knowledge of drugs. In the hospital, 
the role of the pharmacist in providing information 
concerning drugs to physicians, nurses, dentists, and 
other health personnel is a task that becomes increas- 
ingly important as the number and complexity of new 
therapeutic agents increase constantly. Perhaps the 
need for having available complete information on 
drugs has become even more pressing in recent years 
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as the result of the increasing number of prescription 
specialities on the market. This is borne out by a study 
by deHaen showing that more than 400 prescription 
specialities were introduced in 1959. A more recent 
report by pharmIndex* indicates that 718 new ethical 
medical pharmaceuticals were introduced in 1960. 
These were marketed by 231 manufacturers of whom 
62 have full national distribution. In addition, 401 
changes (other than price changes) for products al- 
ready on the market were listed by pharmIndex. This 
represents a twenty-seven percent increase in 1960 
over that for 1959 when 564 new products were intro- 
duced. Thus, in the area of ethical pharmaceuticals 
alone, one finds himself hopelessly lost without ade- 
quate sources of information. 

Further justification for a background in the litera- 
ture of one’s profession is the fact that good hospital 
pharmacy practice dictates that the pharmacy shall 
have the necessary references for properly conducting 
the department, as well as available information con- 
cerned with all phases of drug therapy. Essential in- 
formation, then, might be included in the following 
categories: drugs (current and old); pharmaceutical 
techniques including methods of sterilization; adminis- 
tration and procedures (relating to the hospital and the 
department) ; etc. 

To further emphasize the necessity for a background 
in the literature in the field of hospital pharmacy, one 
needs only to refer to the section on “Responsibilities” 
in the Minimum Standard for Pharmacies in Hospitals. 
Here it is stated that “the pharmacist in charge shall 
be responsible for furnishing information concerning 
medications to physicians, interns and nurses.” Also, 
under Facilities, it is stated that “adequate pharma- 
ceutical and administrative facilities shall be provided 
for the pharmacy department including . . . especially 
(c) an adequate library and filing equipment to make 
information concerning drugs readily available to both 
pharmacists and physicians.” 

It can also be noted that in nearly every evaluation 
program and in scoring sheets for rating hospital 
pharmacy services, mention is made of the library and 
reference facilities. This has of course become more 
prevalent in recent years. In the Point Rating Plan 
proposed by the Catholic Hospital Association’s Com- 
mittee on Pharmacy Practice, a maximum of 100 points 
(of a total of 2000 points) is allotted to the library. 
These are classified under current literature, references, 
location of library collection, and adequacy of the 
library for satisfactory hospital pharmacy service. 

One of the most important tools of the pharmacist 
in providing information, whether it be on new drugs, 
managing the department, or something about a career 
in pharmacy, is a knowledge of useful and reliable

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sources of information. Thus, in a well: organized li- . 


brary, including ready references and texts, files con- 
taining company literature and current periodicals 
are essential. 

To elaborate on the need for the establishment of 
reference and drug information facilities in the phar- 
macy department, the following objectives might be 
considered : 


1. To expedite service to the patient by providing 
a center where nurses, physicians, and other staff 
personnel can get information necessary to promote 
rational drug therapy as well as to compare the various 
preparations available, their dosage forms, proper 
vehicles, relative costs, etc. This would include infor- 
mation used in the preparation of Pharmacy Bulletins 
and other media for dissemination of information with- 
in the hospital. 


2. To give the best possible protection to patient 
safety by having available essential information on 
untoward drug reactions, the latest references and 
sources of information on antidotes for drugs and 
household poisons, and data on all investigational 
drugs being used in the hospital. 


3. To enable the pharmacist to effectively carry out 
his professional function of providing pharmaceutical 
service to the patient and to the staff through utiliza- 
tion of current knowledge concerning the compounding 
and dispensing of drugs, including factors affecting 
their stability, compatibility, potency, taste, storage, etc. 


4. To enable the pharmacist, as a department head, 
to constantly evaluate and develop his management 
techniques through an acquaintanceship with estab- 
lished, as well as newly proposed methods of improv- 
ing pharmacy service through development of ob- 
jectives, policies, management controls, etc. 


Selection and Utilization 


Having looked at the scope of the literature and 
established the need and objectives for providing ade- 
quate facilities to carry out information services in 
the pharmacy, we might briefly look at specific ap- 
plication of the available reference sources. In view 
of the vast amount of literature of all types, emphasis 
must be placed on selection and utilization. 

When a profession such as pharmacy and one of its 
specialities, hospital pharmacy, develops a literature 
peculiar to its own needs, then consideration must also 
be given to providing some orderly method of making 
such available for use. Publications, libraries, and 
organizations all have made significant contributions 
in this area. Necessarily, organization of such material 
must always be on a broad basis; then those practicing 
in the speciality and in their particular institutions 
can adapt the literature and its organization to meet 
their needs. Thus, hospital pharmacists, in order to 
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If we think of it, all that a university 
or final highest school can do for us 
is still but what the first school began 
doing, teach us to read.

make their best contributions, have responsibility in 
organizing the literature of their field to meet their 
needs. Attempts toward this end have been made by 
hospital pharmacists themselves in providing the Guide 
to Information Sources, bibliographies, and suggested 
filing systems. 

Here then, our concern is with practical methods to 
utilize the literature. Relying first on sources of infor- 
mation, the hospital pharmacist can give thought to 
his individual needs—library facilities available, day 
to day references, filing, etc. 

To provide guidance in the selection of references 
in hospital pharmacy practice, the “Guide to Informa- 
tion Sources for the Hospital Pharmacist,” has been 
made available (see page 15). This list is intended to 
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serve as a tool in selecting references to be used in- 


your particular department, and, in turn, as a means 
of expanding pharmacy service. It should be empha- 
sized that it is not suggested that a department have 
every publication in the list. Neither should this be 
interpreted as a recommended list of books and jour- 
nals. Rather, it should serve as a “Guide” in selecting 
publications most useful in your department. On 
briefly reviewing the list, one becomes even more aware 
of the many sources of information and the essential 
importance of having a knowledge of the literature as 
a basis for selection. 

In reviewing the problem which hospital pharma- 
cists may have in providing an adequate information 
service, which can be utilized in day to day practice, 
you—a practicing hospital pharmacist—may wish to 
establish the following goals: 


1. To become acquainted with the most readily 
available and most generally helpful sources of in- 
formation. 


2. To acquire a working knowledge of texts, refer- 
ences, company literature, etc. used most often in hos- 
pital pharmacy practice and to become familiar with 
the contents of a selected list of books which serve 
as “ready reference” tools in the hospita! pharmacy. 


3. To become familiar with the principal organiza- 
tions in the field (hospital, pharmaceutical, hospital 
pharmacy and allied groups), the services they offer 
and their interrelationships. 


4. To establish guide-lines in the selection of litera- 
ture (basic references, texts, periodicals, etc.) for use 
in the hospital pharmacy. 

5. To review new texts and references giving atten- 
tion to their value in individual situations. 


6. To become acquainted with the various abstract- 
ing and indexing services as well as other bibliographic 
tools which can be used as sources of information. 


7. To give attention to the acquisition of literature 
(pamphlets, trade publications, etc. in addition to 
texts and ready references) and organization of such 
material in the pharmacy library. 


8. To develop skill in locating informaticn, with 
particular reference to drugs and therapeutics. 


In utilizing the literature then, individual hospital 
pharmacists may also give thought to means of evaluat- 
ing the material for use in their department. One must 
have an opportunity to review the literature and make 
application for its use in order to make a proper 
evaluation. In 1957 Mr. Clifton J. Latiolais suggested 
a chart as a means of keeping a record of publications 
read. This appears here as an example of one pos- 
sibility which could serve as an aid to hospital phar- 
macists wishing to cover certain journals regularly. 
Numerous suggestions have also been made for filing

reference material, and methods which are now being 
utilized by a number of hospital pharmacists appear 
in this issue of THE JouRNAL (see pages 31 and 46). 


Facilities 

There has been relatively little discussion in hos- 
pital pharmacy practice regarding the space and facili- 
ties necessary for providing a library and information 
service. However, it is conceivable that many hospital 
pharmacists would find it advantageous to have a 
separate room available as a library where members of 
the pharmacy and medical staffs could consult refer- 
ence material. This library might provide all of the 
current journals on open shelving, bound copies of 
back issues, texts and references most utilized in carry- 
ing out the professional and administrative functions 
of the pharmacy department, including manufacturing 
procedures, stability and formulation studies, control 
work, information on drugs, or recommended policies 
and procedures. Included also would be files contain- 
ing therapeutic information as well as information re- 
garding all areas of the department. Here, all infor- 
mation and references would be centered where mem- 
bers of the department could come for such informa- 
tion. Although it might be assumed that all books 
and texts should be available at a pharmacist’s desk, 
in the final analysis it is probably advantageous to 
have one central place for such material in order that 
it will not have to be duplicated throughout the de- 
partment. If such a departmental library were set up, 
it would require considerable space, bookshelves, read- 
ing tables, access to a telephone, files, and the neces- 
sary personnel to handle the activity, depending on 
the size of the department and the services offered. 

Although few, if any hospitals in the United States 
have attempted to set aside a separate room for refer- 
ence work, this is not uncommon in both the retail 
and hospital pharmacies in the Scandinavian and other 
European countries. It is probable that, with the in- 
.creased role of the pharmacist in providing informa- 
tion as well as his own needs for references in carrying 
out the work of the pharmacy department, hospitals 
in this country will give attention to more adequate 
space and facilities. 


Conclusion 

The hospital pharmacist has a professional opportu- 
nity and responsibility to provide adequate information 
service—for his own staff, for the physicians, for the 
nurses, and for the allied health personnel. To do this 
he must acquaint himself with the literature and in- 
formation sources and develop the necessary organiza- 
tion and facilities to carry out this activity adequately. 
In providing such a service, the hospital pharmacist is 
contributing toward better pharmacy practice in hos- 
pitals and ultimately to better patient care.

P THE PHARMACIST IS AS ANXIOUS AS ANY OTHER pro- 
fessional man to see his contribution to the common 
good, and with it his prestige and rewards, grow in im- 
portance and acceptance. As a profession, however, 
pharmacy has been faced with continually growing in- 
fluences that have actually tended to constrict rather 
than to expand the sphere of professional service of its 
practitioners.

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Not too many years ago the concept of pharmacy 
service was tied closely to a compounding and dispens- 
ing function. The pharmacist’s professional stature de- 
pended on his knowledge of Galenical pharmacy and 
his ability to formulate prescriptions extemporaneously 
from both natural and synthetic drugs. Developments 
of the past 25 years have reduced this phase of the 
pharmacist’s service to a minimum. The professional 
attitudes of American pharmacy should have changed 
considerably since the advent of the sulfa drugs in the 
mid 1930's. If they haven’t, pharmacy has failed to 
keep abreast of the rapid changes of our scientific and 
highly technological age. 

These 25 years have seen the incredible development 
of scientific pharmacology and subsequently of a ra- 
tional therapeutics based on the use of single com- 
pounds or simple mixtures of synthetic drugs or purified 
components of natural products. Prescriptions requir- 
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ing compounding are a rarity, and, in truth, few young 
physicians other than dermatologists are even taught 
how to write them. Consequent to the remarkable pro- 
gress in therapeutics that is apparent even within the 
experience of the youngest pharmacists has been the 
development of a massive pharmaceutical industry that 
has largely taken over the traditional compounding 
function of the pharmacist. 


Future Status of Pharmacist 


Do these changes mean that the practicing phar- 
macist is to lose his identity except as an unusually 
responsible retailer for the physical dispensing of medi- 
cation? Do they mean that in the face of the current 
public demand for more efficient distribution of drugs 
it may become increasingly difficult for the pharmacist 
to maintain professional prerogatives and status? It 
may indeed greatly reduce the number of pharmacists 
performing a professional function unless some new 
service is developed whereby the professional stature 
of the pharmacist is assured in the present-day pattern 
of health care. 

Such a service is suggested by the need of the phy- 
sician for authoritative, objective and current informa- 
tion about drugs. The physician is faced with the prob- 
lem of evaluating a tremendous number of available 
drugs, combinations and preparations, As many as 400 
new ones appear each year and, obviously, only a few 
are new or represent genuine improvements. A phar- 
macist with his special interest in drugs and with ade- 
quate chemical and biological training can provide 
consultation that will be useful and accepted. The 
function of drug consultant te tne physician is the one 
service available for expansion by the pharmacist. 

That the physician is receptive to the concept of a 
drug consultant is shown by the success of detailing as 
a promotional and sales technique in the pharmaceuti- 
cal industry. The pharmaceutical industry and_ its 
representatives must continue to provide a useful ser- 
vice. However, the detail man, who is often inade- 
quately trained and is by definition a purveyor of 
biased information, has preempted a function better 
performed by a competent pharmacist operating as an 
independent professional consultant.

Role of Drug Consultant 


A consultant, according to the dictionary is “one 
who gives professional advice or services . . .” If to 
this “regarding drugs” is added, a word definition for a 
drug or pharmaceutical consultant is obtained. A few 
words, however, cannot possibly portray the scope of 
professional service referred to by definition. Neverthe- 
less, we regard a professional consultant as an expert 
in his field, one who is trained in the theory and prac- 
tice of his profession, and one whose experience and 
knowledge permit him to develop a valuable profes- 
sional judgment. A drug consultant, therefore, is one 
versed in the chemical and biological properties of 
medicinal agents; one who is qualified to provide 
accurate infcrmation regarding their use. 

The use of the term “drug consultant” as applied 
to the pharmacist is of rather recent origin, and one 
concludes that its general usage in much of the pro- 
fessional literature does not carry a very precise mean- 
ing. Quite often when the pharmacist is cast in the 
role of consultant he would be more accurately por- 
trayed as an informant. A pharmacist can provide a 
physician with the name, source, dose, use, price, thera- 
peutic equivalents, and physical properties of a drug, 
serving well as an informant, but actually falling con- 
siderably short of performing the service that a consult- 
ant might provide under the same circumstances. The 
drug consultant, in addition to the above information, 
should be able to provide a discriminatory evaluation 
of the drug in question and supply a professional judg- 
ment, if requested, regarding rational therapeutic use 
of the agent or equivalent agents. The term “ther- 
apeutic consultant” as used by Miller! “denotes a dis- 
criminatory ability to compare the therapeutic pro- 
perties of medication and offer an unbiased opinion of 
the efficacy of a particular product for a given situa- 
tion.” 


Specific Areas for Consultation 


An interpretation of the term “drug consultant” 
consistent with accepted usage in the professions, can 
be derived from the following spectrum of service for 
this category of specialist, and from the specific ex- 
amples that follow. 

The specific types of information about drugs that 
a well-informed hospital pharmacist should be able to 
provide are as follows:

The pharmacist is already accustomed to acting as 
an advisor in the area categorized as “pharmaceutic,” 
and a single illustration will suffice to point out its im- 
portance. The antibic'ic, kanamycin (Kantrex) was 
released in two forms. one for injection, the other for 
oral use. The drug is poorly absorbed following oral 
administration. The oral form, therefore, is intended 
only for infections of the gastrointestional tract or for 
presurgical sterilization of the bowel. The injectable 
form, on the other hand, is intended for systemic use. 
Physicians did not always understand the distinction be- 
tween the two forms and, as a result, some misuses of 
the drug occurred. The pharmacist must be responsible 
for informing the medical staff of particular features 
about new drugs. 


Pharmacologic Area 


It is in the “pharmacologic” area that a greater need 
and opportunity exist. Many pharmacists already have 
an excellent training in both pharmaceutical chemistry 
and pharmacology. This training leads to an orderly 
placement of individual drugs into chemical classes, 
thereby avoiding the impossible task of attempting to 
study the thousands of individual compounds one by 
one. The pharmacist should know that all phenyl- 
isopropylamines have a number of common pharmaco- 
logic properties, thus simplifying the problem of “sort- 
ing out” the sympathomimetics. For example, the re- 
cently introduced mephentermine (Wyamine), metar- 
amirol (Aramine) and methoxamine (Vasoxyl) differ 
cnly in duration of action and dose when compared to 
the earlier congeners of ephedrine. 

The rapid demethylation of mephobarbital (Me- 
baral) to phenobarbital and the conversion of primi- 
done (Mysoline) to phenobarbital are largely un- 
recognized by the clinician even when signs of pheno- 
barbital intoxication accompany therapeutic usage. The 
occurrence of this transformation is well-documented 
in the scientific literature and the pharmacist should 
strive to remain posted with such information and have 
it available for transmission to the physician. 
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Factors of absorption and excretion make erythro- 
mycin propionate an agent superior to the base or to 
its earlier salts and these same factors are essential 
in judging its preferred position when it is compared 
with the new salt (TAO) of the closely related oleando- 
mycin. 


Therapeutic Applications 


The area of “therapeutics” (clinical pharmacology), 
however, provides the climactic information about a 
drug. Such information implies not alone a listing of 
therapeutic indications for use, but knowledge of the 
results of acceptably organized clinical evaluations. Is 
ethoheptazine compound (Zactirin) , for example, truly 
a useful analgetic? The manufacturer’s literature? 
states that a “double blind, placebo-controlled, cross- 
over study . . . established that the contents of 2 tab- 
lets . . . are equivalent in analgesic effectiveness to 
codeine (Y% gr.) with acetylsalicylic acid (1C gr.).” 
The above is documented only by a paper “To be pub- 
lished.” Referring to work from a reliable laboratory, 
published recently in abstract form, the following is 
noted. “. .. Ethoheptazine was compared with 600 ing. 
aspirin and placebo . . . (in double blind fashion) . . . 
Ethoheptazine, in 75 or 150 mg. doses appeared in- 
ferior to aspirin.”? This example is cited not to take 
sides in the controversy, but to caution the pharmacist 
to use a conservative approach to the claims a pro- 
ducer makes for his drug. The pharmacist must insist 
upon reliable clinical data to present to the physician. 

The hespital pharmacist is in a favorable position 
to develop and exploit the position of drug consultant. 
He is (or should be) subject to fewer diversionary 
commercial influences than his counterpart in general 
practice and can offer a useful consulting service from 
his position central to a fairly stable population of 
physicians. The development of the hospital as a 
community health center has assured the hospital 
pharmacist of a progressively greater responsibility and 
share in the distribution of drugs. As the hospital phar- 
macist becomes identified more conspicuously with the 
distribution of drugs, his professional role acquires 
greater intraprofessional responsibility. He, by example, 
will provide a professional leadership among phar- 
macists. The hospital pharmacists of the United States 
could provide no greater contribution to American 
pharmacy than to develop a pattern for a truly pro- 
fessional consultative pharmaceutical service.

P HOSPITAL PHARMACISTs play an important role in 
providing information about drugs to the medical and 
nursing staffs. If a pharmacist gives any kind of service 
of this type to the hospital staff, he is then devoting 
a certain percentage of his time—valuable time—to 
this phase of his activities. We have therefore at- 
tempted to prepare a Guide which will be helpful to 
the hospital pharmacist seeking information on the 
literature available. 

It is of course true that we are all familiar with 
what we might choose to call “basic references” and 
there would be little need to even mention their use- 
fulness. Our purpose here then is to review some of 
the sources of information with which you may not be 
familiar, to call your attention to new texts, pamphlets, 
etc., and to provide such a list in outline form for your 
convenience. 

The material has been divided into five parts cover- 
ing the following subjects: 

I. Ready Reference Tools 
II. Texts 
III. Journals and House Organs 
IV. Bibliographies, Abstract Services and Indices 
V. Other Sources (Associations, Industrial Pub- 
lications, etc.) 


The original “Guide to Information Sources for the Hos- 
pital Pharmacist’’ was compiled by Gloria Niemeyer Francke 
and published in THe BULLETIN OF THE AMERICAN SOCIETY 
oF Hospitat PuHarMAcists 12:275 (May-June) 1955. A 
1957 revision was compiled by Clifton J. Latiolais and a 
1959 revision by Edgar Duncan in cooperation with Gloria 
Francke and John Oliver. Again, the 1960 revision has 
been prepared by Gloria Francke. Numerous individuals have 
been consulted for comments and suggestions. 
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To many hospital pharmacists, reference material 
is comprised chiefly of that which has been referred 
to as “basic” or “essential.” This fact alone limits his 
scope of knowledge which in turn limits the service 
he can give. Thus, it is hoped that the Guide will 
serve as a tool toward expanding pharmacy service. 

The following lists can be termed neither “basic” 
nor “essential”—but are intended to serve as tools in 
your selection of reference material. It should be 
emphasized that we are not suggesting that you have 
everything in the list available—this is an opportunity 
to select and further, to know what is available should 
your day-to-day practice require such. Many of you 
will have access to hospital or school libraries where 
practically every text is available. What you need in 
your department depends upon the scope of your 
‘activities and the type of institution in which you are 
practicing. You may find that some of the texts or 
pamphlets are out of print, new editions are available, 
or prices have changed by the time purchase is made. 

Neither do we want you to interpret this as a recom- 
mended list of books and journals. The fact that a 
particular book does not appear in this list does not 
indicate that it has no value. "*: fact, we would prefer 
to expand this and perhaps soi.ie of you will have sug- 
gestions and can call our atter ion to references which 
you find particularly helpful in your work. 

In reviewing this list briefly, I shall point out some 
of the sources of information which have been most 
helpful in our experience. We have given as much 
information as possible in order that you will know 
something about the texts. However, “to know books is 
to use them.”

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THE PHARMACIST AS A 
BOOK COLLECTOR 


Since the invention of printing, educated men have kept books as friends who keep 
by their side experience of other times, and places, and events. And through 
books we come to know, as first-hand friends, even the most important

P THE RICH INTELLECTUAL CONTENT OF A PROFESSION 
such as pharmacy yields a literature worthy of the 
most discriminating collector and makes its practi- 
tioners themselves potential book collectors. As a col- 
lector, the pharmacist can experience the pleasures of 
the hunt on the ground of his own profession, bringing 
together some unusual segment of pharmaccutical 
literature. 

Book collecting, stripped of its esoteric jargon and 
aura, has been called merely the systematic acquisition 
of a particular literature. It follows that most pharma- 
cists could afford to yield to its siren call. For truly 
“rare books” are put in their place as the spice of 
collecting—not considered as the main dish, necessary 
and expensive. The authoritative John Carter reas- 
sures us on this point when he says: “Those book- 
collectors who exalt rarity above any other criterion 
tend to develop third-degree bibliomania, which is a 
painful and slightly ridiculous ailment.” 

Of course what constitutes a “rare book” has never 
been precisely defined beyond argument. Long defini- 
tions hardly improve upon Robert H. Taylor’s terse 
comment that a rare book is one “I want badly and 
can’t find.”’ In any event the question need not detain 
us from deciding whether or what to collect. 


Motive and Objective 


Why do I want to collect? When frankly answered, 
this may decide not only whether, but what. Percy 
Muir looks for the answer more in the heart than in 
the mind when he contends that “No self-respecting 
collector of books needs a reason for collecting. He 
collects because he likes books.”* Others who are not 
satisfied to let sentiment dominate, ask for a more 
rational desire to learn to know and appreciate the con- 
tent of the literature collected, within the context 
of its original time and place. 

Colton Storm expresses the appeal of book collecting 
to both heart and mind when he says, “It is an in- 
tellectual pursuit that exercises your taste, as well as 
your mind. Yet its appeal is not snobbish, and devotion 
to book collecting may not be justified by what you 
learn. Inevitably you will learn a good deal, about

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men who preceded us 


the physical make-up of books, about history, litera- 
ture, or the topic that you are collecting. But unless 
your book collecting is enjoyable to you, like a game 
or a sport, it is not worth while.”’* 


What to Collect 


Since we want this to be an enjoyable avocation— 
although accepting the “inevitability” of learning from 
it—the topical scope should fall within the collector’s 
liveliest interests. For the pharmacist, this may well 
mean collecting literature that shows, at first hand, 
what his professional predecessors thought and did in 
a particular time, or place, or field. Or he may seek 
escape from vocation, by collecting books on 17th- 
century magic, or 18th-century French poetry, or the 
technology of 19th-century transportation, or first 
editions of novels about future life on this or other 
planets. Yet, the literature of pharmacy and materia 
medica offers remarkable scope for diverse tastes, 
and for broadening outlook and understanding, in 
numberless corners of pharmaceutical experience that 
we might not otherwise encounter. 

More than a few pharmacists were first infected 
by the collecting “virus” through innocently accepting 
an old pharmacopeia or formulary as a gift, then be- 
came interested in what it meant or the tradition of 
which it was a part. Such a small and sharply-defined 
class of pharmaceutical literature—not too scarce or 
expensive—is one reasonable way for the novice to 
begin. By the time he has brought together, for ex- 
ample, a set of the Pharmacopocia of the United 
States, or a group of formularies of a narrow period or 
type, he will be in a better position to decide what 
literary game he will hunt regularly and how to go 
about it. 

General collecting of old pharmaceutical books 
gradually stifles pleasure, as the collector becomes 
mired in endless miscellany. Sooner rather than later 
we ought to answer the question: What type of phar- 
maceutical literature would I find most interesting to 
collect and to know more about? And is there a par- 
ticular period or country that attracts me more than 
others? 

As time passes, you probably will be collecting in 
a more and more specialized way. If you began by 
collecting books on 18th-century pharmaceutical chem- 
istry, you may eventually prefer to sail mainly in the

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rarefied atmosphere of first editions in that field; or 
you may become preoccupied with the ramifications 
of French chemistry of the time; or perhaps decide to 
concentrate on collecting everything you can about a 
single pharmacist-chemist, such as Martin Klaproth, 
Georges Rousseau, or Carl Scheele. 

Here there is space only to remind pharmacists of 
a few types of collections related to pharmacy that 
can be built. 


Collections Related to Pharmacy 

Legally enforced pharmacopeias form a_ popular 
category, partly because of their tradition as the phar- 
macist’s “bible,” partly because their large editions 
make copies ordinarily not too difficult to come by. 
Yet early European editions are of the greatest rarity 
and value. Pharmacopeias hardly will be the most 
interesting literature to collect, unless we eventually 
learn something about the part that pharmacists played 
in bringing them to press; about the scientific con- 
troversies that revision often engendered; about the 
advances in pharmacy that new editions reflected (or 
perhaps ignored). During the 17th and 18th centuries 
the title pages of pharmacopeias often were ornately 
illustrated (see Figure 1); and what these illustrations 
reveal about life, and politics, and the outlook of the 
times makes a fascinating study in itself. So, perhaps 
innocently beginning with an old U.S.P. someone is 
throwing away, the pharmacist eventually may be Ied 
—as far as the occasional snatched hours permit—in- 
to unexpected byways of biography, art, the develop- 
ment of his profession, and the history of science. 

The same may be said, though perhaps less force- 
fully, about formularies. In this field the hospital 
pharmacist will be tempted by the hospital formularies, 
in various forms and parts of the world. Here military 
pharmacy offers the collector an interesting sub- 
specialty of its own (see Figure 2). The hospital phar- 
macist may sometimes be drawn to collecting printed 
material that reflects hospital conditions of its time 
(see Figure 3), or to secondary literature on the his- 
tory of hospitals and hospital pharmacy. 

Other pharmacists have been attracted to collecting 
literature on the development of materia medica, in 
which many sub-specialties are possible. One of the 
most appealing—hence expensive because of demand— 
is the herbal, with its handsome format, beautiful 
woodcuts or engravings, and the curiosities of the text 
(see Figure 4). From var‘ous editions of Dioscorides, 
through the remarkable works of the 16th-century 
“fathers of botany”—Brunfels, Bock and Fuchs—and 
finally connecting with modern works in botany and 
pharmacognosy, this literature holds such wide appeal 
that a few books even have been issued in modern 
facsimile editions. 

Another approach to collecting in the field of ma- 
teria medica brings together the classic publications 
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on a particular class of drugs, perhaps analgesics, 
or opiates, or—on another tangent—the complex 
literature that has tried to deal with the addiction 
phenomenon and its control. 

Pharmacists with special interest in a particular 
branch of science may find enjoyment and satisfaction 
in searching out the publications that reflect contribu- 
tions that men in or from pharmacy have made to 
science in one of its branches or periods (see Figures 
5 and 6). 

Pharmacists’ contributions outside of science can 
be equally fascinating. More than one pharmacist has 
been surprised by how far he is led and what unex- 
pected volumes turn up on his shelves when he hunts 
down literary works written by pharmacists, and per- 
haps (for broader scope) including works by non- 
pharmacists whose text reflects the field of pharmacy 
in some way (see Figure 7). There are the novels 
(you can afford first editions here) by pharmacists 
such as John Uri Lloyd and Ann Petry, the stories of 
O. Henry, the occasional biographies and autobiogra- 
phies (for example, Shine Phillips of “Big Spring”), 
or the works of Ivor Griffith (who seems to invest 
everything he writes with a literary quality), to men- 
tion just a few Americans. 

Since the character and boundaries of a collection 
had best mirror highly personal preferences of its 
owner—topically, geographically, and historically—we 
have intended merely to illustrate and to stimulate 
ideas on types of collecting, rather than to provide a 
list, which could have no real end. More perplexing 
to the would-be collector than what to collect is the 
question of how to go about it. 


Where and How to Collect 


The fortunate novice knows some experienced book 
collector well enough to get friendly advice and lives 
in a large city where the shelves of dealers in out-of- 
print literature may be explored personally for buried 
treasures. But lacking these advantages will deter no 
collector worth his salt. 

Dealers who specialize often issue catalogs of out-of- 
print books they currently have in stock in particular 
fields (e.g., in medicine and pharmacy; or in science). 
These catalogs are sent periodically without charge to 
anyone seriously interested. You may obtain the ad- 
dresses of many of the better known American dealers 
who handle books related to pharmacy by asking the 
Antiquarian Booksellers Association of America (3 
West 46th Street, New York 36, N.Y.) for its free 
membership list (Publication No. 4), which in addition 
includes useful notes on the valuation of old books. 
You should also ask the American Institute of the His- 
tory of Pharmacy (Pharmacy Building, Madison 6, 
Wis.) to send you its pamphlet that lists some of the 
better known dealers in Europe (as well as America) 
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Every reader who holds a book in his 
hand is free of the inmost minds 

of men past and present; their lives 
both within and without the pale 

of their uttered thoughts are 
unveiled to him; he needs no intro- 
duction to the greatest.

Here we mention only two or three handy ones. An 
eminently practical, reliable manual—a first primer 
that will remain useful—is John Carter’s ABC for 
Book-Collectors (Alfred A. Knopf, New York, 196 
pp.; $3). Alphabetized according to the jargon terms 
used by collectors, dealers’ catalogs, and publishers, 
the entries explain tersely, but sometimes expand into 
wise miniature essays. 

Another book by John Carter, Taste and Technique 
in Book-Collecting (R. R. Bowker Co., New York, 203 
pp-; $4.50) discusses methods in more leisurely detail 
(Part 2). There are of course similar books that can 
be read with equal profit, such as the volume by Colton 
Storm and Howard Peckham, Invitation to Book Col- 
lecting; Its Pleasures and Practices (New York, 1947; 
281 pp.; out of print.). 

The authoritative counsel thus at hand will be 
doubly valuable to the novice who has no book col- 
lector among his personal friends. There you may 
quickly acquire some of the fundamentals: that a 
book in a tattered original binding has far more value 
than a comparable copy luxuriously rebound; that 
a copy in poor condition may not be as good a “buy” 
as a pristine copy at three times the price; what factors 
affect decision in buying first editions; how the condi- 
tion of a rare book may be judged, and how drastically 
it affects value; and where further information can be 
found on special topics. 

Besides the periodic dealer catalogs and the practical 
manuals, a third class of literature becomes important 
in the art or hobby of collecting. In it we find which 
works fall within the scope of our collection and their 
individual significance, the dates of various editions 
and translations, the life and influence of the author. 
and so on. The sources of this information vary as 
widely as the topical scope of various collections. 
Reference librarians help the inexperienced collector 
and the literature relevant for him to find one an- 
other. For historical topics, the American Institute of 
the History of Pharmacy often can be helpful in sug- 
gesting literature and in putting pharmacist-collectors 
in touch with one another. 

Would-be collectors are not infrequently apprehen- 
sive about costs—or at least apprehensive about their 
wives’ concern for costs. It should be said first that 
the collecting disease often can be passed on to a wife, 
which minimizes the problem and yields shared pleas- 
ures for both. In any event, I prefer to avoid the 
issue, since it is a maze that, if it can be somewhat 
charted, at least asks for more space and time. A few 
safe and brief observations may be a duty, however. 

Perhaps it should be emphasized that material for 
interesting collections awaits purchase that will cost

little more per item than buying books fresh off the 
presses. Indeed, bona fide “collections” can be made 
from present-day literature, as well as from the past 
(if the results embrace the elements of unity and 
scarcity). For example, collecting sample copies of 
the various pharmaceutica! journals from countries 
around the world could be as interesting as it is in- 
expensive. (Warning: Sooner or later “normal” col- 
lectors would develop an irresistible urge to reach 
back among periodicals long since defunct; note fig- 
ure 8.) 

Even among medico-pharmaceutical literature now 
out of print, almost any dealer’s catalog will show a 
wealth of books in the range from $5 to $40 or so; 
while the rarities in the heady range of $100 to $1000 
and up are a very small minority. At first it may be 
unnerving to find that copies of the same edition of the 
same book may vary by 100 percent and even much 
more. This is due mostly to the drastic price differences 
occasioned by differences in condition. Marked price 
variations may be partly due, however, to dealers who 
are appealing to quite different clientele, who them- 
selves have quite different costs, or who estimate quite 
differently a book’s fair value. 

Fortunately, most dealers who issue printed catalogs 
describe books as accurately as we have a right to ex- 
pect, deal fairly by mail, and send books “‘on approval.” 
The inexperienced collector should buy sparingly, 
however, until a number of catalogs have passed 
through his hands. He then begins to become aware of 
comparative prices, relative importance of defects, 
and the availability of different editions, to appreciate 
the difference between “collecting” and buying books 
haphazardly, and to build up a discrimination and 
taste that make a collection more of an investment 
than an expense. 

While there are undoubtedly safer ways to invest 
funds, many collectors stoutly maintain there is no 
way more pleasurable. And with the fascination of 
collecting a segment of the intellectual heritage of 
pharmacy, which lies imbedded in its literature, we 
bring closer to us men who have been important to 
pharmacy, we experience at first hand their ideas that 
were influential, and their problems and achievements 
that changed the course of events. 

Clearly, book collecting can be enjoyed at different 
levels: the challenge of the hunt for elusive quarry, 
the satisfaction of filling in missing chinks of a puzzle, 
the sensual pleasures of fine books collected with dis- 
crimination and fulfilling an imaginative concept, 
the fellowship of other collectors, and finally the satis- 
factions of understanding pharmacy more deeply 
through the fellowship of the books themselves, through 
pharmacy’s own record as part of the “cherished 
memory of mankind.” The many-faceted character of 
this experience gives book collecting its persisting ap-

Forward 


® THE CLASSIFICATION AND FILING SYSTEM for Hos- 
pital Pharmacy is offered as a guide to the develop- 
ment of a filing system for all hospital pharmacists. 

It should not be considered as the final word in 
classification systems. Any printed classification system 
will have its limitations. As far as libraries are con- 
cerned, a schedule made twenty years ago does not pro- 
vide a place for classifying many books written today. 
New ideas, discoveries, and inventions have changed 
the point of view of writers. These changes may affect 
the classification system greatly as, for example, when 
subjects shift from one field of knowledge to another, 
e.g., Aeronautics, formerly a branch of physics but 
now an applied science.

In hospital pharmacy, the same situation exists. New 
ideas, discoveries, inventions and interests are coming 
into the profession every day. It could be that one 
year from now a subject which is today completely 
foreign to the hospital pharmacist may be as common 
as the subject of cold sterilization or prepackaging. 

Therefore, it is evident that there will always be re- 
visions in any Classification system. For the past few 
years this system has been in use in many hospital 
pharmacies throughout the nation. During this time 
the individuals using the system and the Committee 
on Classification and Filing Systems for Hospital Phar- 
macy have studied it and made recommendations for 
changes and improvements. 

The present system is a result of these recommenda- 
tions. Should there be questions regarding the system, 
the authors would be happy to answer inquiries. 
Should there be recommendations for changes or im- 
provements, the Committee would also be happy to 
consider them. 

The authors envision the future when this System 
may be adopted by the AmMericAN Society or Hos- 
PITAL PHARMACISTS and recommended officially as 
THE classification system for hospital pharmacy prac- 
titioners. We look to the day when the AMERICAN 
JournaL or Hosprrat PHarmMacy might pre-classify 
all articles and abstracts, using this system, and when 
other journals might adopt the procedure for hospital 
pharmacy literature. We believe that the Committee on 
Minimum Standards is the appropriate ASHP Com- 
mittee to establish a subcommittee to maintain the 
Classification and Filing System for Hospital Pharmacy 
constantly current, and to establish and publish changes 
in the AMERICAN JOURNAL OF HosprTaAL PHARMACY 
as they are approved annually. 

The authors gained stimulus for this project sev- 
eral years ago when they observed the American In- 
stitute of Architects had adopted such a system. Today, 
all literature and trade references are preclassified by 
the A.I.A. System, for ease of filing by the recipients 
of this literature. We envision such a future for the 
AMERICAN Society oF HospitaL PHARMACISTS.

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GUIDE TO USE 


P FILING IS THE SYSTEMATIC ARRANGEMENT of records 
so that they may be quickly found again when needed. 
Files should be set up in such a manner as to provide 
the following: (1) data and information too compli- 
cated to be committed to memory, (2) communications 
between departments, (3) a history of the pharmacy 
department so as to provide a basis for future opera- 
tions, and (4) information needed by those outside the 
department, such as the hospital administration and 
government. 

Information readily available through records re- 
sults in: (1) a saving of time, (2) the smooth and 
orderly conduct of daily business, (3) a complete his- 
tory of transactions so that decisions can be made on all 
facts, and (4) a reduction of clerical time. 

A Filing and Classification System for Hospital Phar- 
macy, which was designed to meet the filing needs of 
the hospital pharmacist, provides a convenient classifi- 
cation plan for the arrangement of subjects usually 
found essential to the efficient operation of a hospital 
pharmacy. 

No attempt should be made to apply this system 
without first becoming familiar with the instructions, 
main divisions, primary and secondary subdivisions, 
and the classification system as a whole. 

Parenthetic notes are provided, as necessary, to 
explain the use and to give examples of the subjects 
that fall under a particular subject heading. These ex- 
amples may aiso be used as subdivisions if this specific 
heading is desirable. 


Classification Systems 


A classification system for literature is a schedule 
which maps out the fields of knowledge and interests 
as they pertain to a particular subject (in this case 
hospital pharmacy) in ways that are suitable for filing 
purposes. Main divisions are followed by Primary sub- 
divisions, which are in turn followed by Secondary 
subdivisions and so on. The gradation of subjects is 
so arranged that specific subjects grow out of general 
subjects. 

In organizing material of a technical nature, com- 
mon sense often rules that certain subjects be brought 
together in one place. Using strictly alphabetical filing 
systems here would offer considerable filing difficulty. 
By grouping subjects and their subdivisions one obtains 
statistical information and perceives relationships not 
apparent under other systems. 

This method of filing is known as subject filing, 
which is the arrangement of material by a given sub- 
ject. It is filing by descriptive features instead of by 
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name or location. This involves choosing a word or 
phrase from the classification system to stand for each 
piece of literature or to highlight some part of it. Un- 
fortunately, it is sometimes confusing because no two 
persons think exactly alike about any one topic. 


Subject Breakdowns 


The classification system for hospital pharmacy has 
been broken down into thirty-three headings called 
Main Divisions. ACCIDENT PREVENTION is a 
main division. (See 005) 

Primary Subdivisions are the headings grouped un- 
der the main divisions. These primary subdivisions 
are usually arranged alphabetically unless some other 
arrangement is generally accepted or seems more prac- 
tical, such as consecutive steps in an operation. 

Secondary Subdivisions are the headings grouped 
under the primary subdivisions. These, too, are ar- 
ranged in alphabetical order unless there is some other 
generally accepted order. 


Filing Code Numbers 


A file code number is a shorthand abbreviation of 
the classification system. The code numbers stand for 
the main divisions and their subdivisions and form a 
convenient means of reference to the arrangement of 
the classification system and the file folders. The use 
of code numbers is especially valuable since a person 
not acquainted with the classification system could 
actually do the filing operation. 

By using only numbers on the folders, in marking 
literature and other material to be filed, it is not 
necessary to write or print the subject heddings out 
in full, with considerable saving in time and effort. 

In this particular subject file, the main divisions are 
numbered consecutively using every fifth number, thus 
005, 010, 015, 020, etc. Primary subdivisions are in- 
dicated by dash numbers added to the main division 
numbers thus giving each main division unlimited ex- 
pansion as far as subdivisions are concerned. The 
primary subdivisions are likewise numbered consecu- 
tively using every fifth number and are also capable 
of being expanded as far as necessary. 

For example, analyze the filing code number 005-20. 
The first three digits of the code number indicates the 
main division ACCIDENT PREVENTION. The sec- 
ond set of numbers -20 indicates a primary subdivision 
of ACCIDENT PREVENTION, entitled, MEDICA- 
TION ERRORS AND METHODS OF PREVEN- 
TION. The examples given under this primary sub- 
division could be used to expand this particular sec- 
tion. This would be accomplished by assigning the 
numbers -05, -10, and -15 respectively to the headings: 
in manufacturing, in pharmacy and on the nursing 
unit. This means that 005-20-10 is the shorthand ex- 
pression for ACCIDENT PREVENTION, MEDI- 
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CATION ERRORS AND METHODS OF PRE- 
VENTION, IN PHARMACY. 


Expansion and Revision 

Every fifth filing code number has been used in the 
main divisions and all subsequent subdivisions. This 
will allow for the addition of four new subjects (main 
divisions or subdivisions) in alphabetical order be- 
tween the existing subject headings. A new subject 
should be added only after a complete analysis of the 
classification system has been made to determine defi- 
nitely that the “new” subject does not already exist 
somewhere in the system. Likewise, if someone desires 
a more detailed breakdown of a specific subject, he 
may add these subdivisions by inserting in the proper 
alphabetical sequence and by applying a filing code 
number that has not been previously used. 


Determination of Number of File Folders 

In determining the number of file folders required, 
it is necessary to establish a base folder for each of the 
thirty-three main divisions. Assign the proper filing 
code number to all literature and arrange the litera- 
ture within the proper base folder according to the 
filing code number assigned. As these “base folders” 
expand, prepare additional folders for the particular 
subject or subjects causing the expansion. In_ this 
manner, the number of file folders is kept to a mini- 
mum and standard filing code numbers are used. As 
files expand, it is not necessary to change the original 
filing code numbers when establishing additional file 
folders. 

The arrangement of material within the folders and 
of the folders themselves in the file drawer is deter- 
mined by the filing code numbers appearing thereon. 
The file folders should be arranged in the same order 
in which the filing code numbers appear in the classifi- 
cation system. 


Suggestions for the Filing Operation 

I. CiassiFicaTIon: Classification for filing purposes 
is the analysis of material to determine the subject 
content, appropriate filing code numbers, and _neces- 
sary cross references. Classifying is the most important 
operation, since it determines where papers are to be 
filed so that they may be quickly found. Coding is 
the process of writing the filing code numbers on the 
material to be filed. 

To classify literature and records properly, it is 
necessary to read and analyze them carefully. The fol- 
lowing factors should be considered; (1) the most im- 
portant, definite or concrete subject mentioned; (2) 
the purpose or general significance of the document; 
(3) the manner in which similar material is requested ; 
(4) the filing code numbers under which pre ious 
literature and records of a similar nature are filed. 
The classifier should not base his classification solely 
on the title of an article or piece of literature as the

title may be misleading and not truly representative of 
the subject material contained in the article. 

Procedure for Classifying: (1) Read the literature 
and determine the main subject dealt with. With litera- 
ture covering two or three subjects, classify the first 
unless one or the other predominates, and this means 
in terms of the number of pages written. (2) Classify 
as specifically as possible and write the filing code 
number in the upper righthand corner of the material. 
(3) Determine the other subjects mentioned, classify 
as specifically as possible and write the filing code 
number immediately below and slightly to the right 
of the main classification. Precede these minor classifi- 
cations with an “X” to indicate that cross references 
are to be prepared for them. 


II. Cross REFERENCING: A cross reference is a rec- 
ord filed under another classification to indicate where 
the basic material or literature to which it refers is 


_ filed. A cross reference may be in the form of a cross 


reference sheet or an extra copy of the literature. 


There are two methods of making cross reference 
sheets. The first is to have a separate sheet for each 
cross reference and file it in the folder to which the 
cross reference classification refers. ‘The second con- 
sists of a consolidated cross reference sheet for each 
filing code number which is used as a cross reference. 
These may be located in the file folder to which the 
cross reference refers or in a note book for easy refer- 
ence or for making additions to the sheet. Once it is 
filled up, the sheet may be removed from the notebook 
and placed in the proper file folder. 


III. Sortinc: The sorting operation is the process 
of arranging the papers to be filed in the order in 
which they will be placed in the folders as determined 
by the file code numbers. 
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IV. Fitinc: Filing is the methodical arrangement 
and orderly placement of papers within the files. A 
suggested procedure is as follows: 

1. Taking only one sorted main division at a time, arrange 
the numerical subdivisions of each subject in the order listed 
in the classification system. 

2. Then arrange the material in the same subject heading 
or identical subdivisions of the main division chronologically 
with the latest date to the front of the folder. 


3. The file clerk should never grasp the tab of the guide 
behind which he wishes to file in order to pull it forward. 
The best method is to stand in front of the drawer and, 
with both hands, grasp cither side of the guide in order 
to pull the contents of the drawer forward. 


4. Always file the folders behind the guide. 

5. It is a good practice to pull up any folder in which 
papers are to be filed. Otherwise papers are apt to slip 
between folders and fall to the bottom of the drawer where 
they are lost. Papers should be jogged evenly before being 
replaced to give a neat appearance to the drawer. 

6. The drawers must not be crowded to the point where 
material cannot be put in and takea from the files easily. 
Three inches in a drawer is needed for handling papers. 


V. Case Fitinc: In many instances the simplest 
method of filing and the most useful for reference pur- 
poses is that of placing together related papers on a 
particular person, piace or thing. Examples of this 
“case” method of filing are: (1) personnel files in 
which all papers concerning a specific employee are 
kept together under he name of the person (See filing 
code number 100-15) and (2) research files in which 
all papers connected with a specific research project 
are brought together for easy reference (See filing code 
aumber 145-30). 


VI. RETENTIGN AND oF ReEcorps: Con- 


gested files tend to increase errors and loss of time on 
the part of everyone concerned. It is, therefore, de- 
sirable to periodicaliy (preferably once a year) review 
the material on file to ascertain what can be removed 
from the files. Interests and activities change over the 
vears. Likewise, literature and records change and be- 
come obsolete after a period of time. 


VII. MatnTENANCE oF Fites: Careful and consistent 
attention must be given to maintenance of files if 
they are to serve their purpose. The following are 
suggestions for maintaining files in good order: 


1. The more guide cards are used, the easier it is to file 
material quickly. The usual standard is 24 guides per drawer. 


2. Papers to be filed should have no pins or clips at- 
tached. Papers belonging together should be securely stapled 
in the upper left-hand corner. 

3. Before placing a paper in a folder, the filing code 
number on the paper and on the folder should be checked 
to see that they agree. 

4. Papers are placed within the folder in a neat, orderly 
fashion, with the top and left edges even. The letterhead 
should be at the left-hand side of the drawer. 


5. Papers should never hang partially out of the folder. 
The paper should be folded if it is too large for the folder. 
If half sheets, they can be laid side by side so that the 
folder will not bulge at one end. 

6. Within the folder, papers are ordinarily arranged by 
date, with the latest date toward the front, because the most 
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recent paper is the one to which reference is most likely 
to be made and therefore it should be handy. 


7. Folders should be kept upright and under compres- 
sion at all times when the file is not in use to avoid sagging. 

8. For the folder labels, the following procedure should 
be used. 

a. Use initial caps whenever needed. Full caps, especially 
in elite and pica type, do not increase the legibility 
of label designations; they decrease the amount of light 
background in the vicinity of the letters and make read- 
ing more difficult. 

b. The most important part of a folder label is the eighth 
of an inch immediately below the scoring (the place 
at which the label is folded when it is pasted on the 
folder tab). Frequently, this space is the only part 
visible in the file. Therefore, write in the first typing 
space below the scoring. Typing should begin in the 
second typing space from the left edge of the label. 

c. Leave one space between the number and the first 
word. Use block form if the subject heading is longer 
than one line. See e.g.

9. Omit punctuation and use two spaces where commas 
or periods would ordinarily be placed. 


VIII. Atpuasetizinc: In some parts of the classifi- 
cation system, the alphabetical arrangement of folders 
is required. The following are some rules which may 
help in determining alphabetical sequence: 


1. File each name in the exact sequence of its letters. 

2. “File nothing before something.” This odd little rule 
has been borrowed from the librarians. It has helped in 
many situations. Brown with nothing after the “n” precedes 


Browne spelled with an “e” which in turn precedes Brownell. 
e.g., Brown, Browne, Brownell, Browneller. 


3. Names of individuals are transposed in the following 
order; surname first; followed by the first name or initial, 
and then the middle name or initial. e.g., Mary L. Jones— 
Jones, Mary L.; Robert Henry Smith—Smith, Robert Henry; 
H. George Smith—Smith, H. George. 

4. Initials are always filed before the names beginning 
with the same initial. e.g., Clark, R.; Clark, Ralph; Clark, 
S.; Clark, Samuel. 

5. Identical surnames are arranged in strict alphabetical 
sequence, considering the alphabetical sequence of each letter 
of the first and middle name (if any), down to the last 
letter of the complete name. e.g., Allen, A.; Allen, A. B.; 
Allen, A. Bert; Allen, Alice; Allen, B. 

6. For purposes of filing, disregard diacritical markings 
with foreign names as they do not change the spelling of a 
name but only aid in the pronunciation. 
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7. Write out abbreviations to prevent errors in filing. 

8. Treat compound names as one word. e.g., deVere— 
Devere; Van Delder—Vandelder. 

9. There is no 27th letter Mc. Names beginning with the 
prefixes Mac or Mc should not be taken out of their al- 
phabetical sequence, but filed exactly as spelled. 

10. When a company is named after a person, invert the 
name. e.g., G. D. Crane & Co.—Crane, G. D. & Co. 

11. File coined words or trade names as written. 

12. When initials comprise the name of a firm, treat each 
initial as a unit. 

13. Disregard the word “and” as a unit in filing. It 
does not add to the identification of a name. 

14. Disregard “A, An, and The” in filing. Prepositions 
such as “or, in, and for’ in a name are not considered in 
alphabetizing. 

15. Disregard the “s” in filing. Its purpose is to denote 
possession but does not alter the name. e.g., Albert’s Phar- 
macy—Albert is the first unit. 

16. Treat compound words as one unit. e.g., Co-operative, 
Mid-West, Inter-state, North-East. 

17. File hotels, schools, hospitals, libraries, etc. under 
their distinctive titles if they have them, otherwise under 
their locations. e.g., University of Chicago, under Chicago; 
Hotel Astor under Astor. 

18. Where people or names are identical, file by city. e.g., 
Sears, Roebuck & Co., Chicago; Sears, Roebuck & Co., 
Philadelphia. 


Other Types of Filing Systems 


There are other types of filing systems that may be of 
help to the hospital pharmacist, depending upon his 
interests and activities. 


I. PHARMACOLOGICAL: There was no pharmacological 
classification system included here, because after re- 
viewing the literature, it was found that there is an 
abundance of good systems available. Those which may 
be used are: (1) Summary of the Hospital Pharmacy 
Library and Indexing, by Isabel Stauffer of Toronto, 
Ontario, (2) the classification given to various phar- 
macological classes of drugs by the American Hospital 
Formulary Service (See page 46 of this issue of THE 
JournaL), (3) The National Library of Medicine 
Classification includes a section on pharmacology, and 
(4) the table of contents of any good pharmacology 
text book. 


II. MepicaL AND CurnicaL: For hospital pharma- 
cists interested in the clinical aspects of medicine, the 
National Library of Medicine Classification offers a 
complete classification system which may be used for 
filing medical literature. It also includes a section on 
general pharmacy, and as mentioned above, a section 
on pharmacology. It is available through the Superin- 
tendent of Documents, U.S. Government Printing 
Office, Washington, D.C., for the purchase price of 


two dollars. 


III. HosprraL ADMINISTRATION: For hospital phar- 
macists interested in certain phases of hospital admin- 
istration, there is an American Hospital Association 
publication entitled, Hospital Records Administration,

Regarding language us an apparatus 
of symbols for the conveyance of 
thought, we may say that, as in a 
mechanical apparatus, the more 
simple and the better arranged its 
parts, the greater will be the effect 
produced.

on it the category number and the materia] is then filed 
after the other pharmacists have had an opportunity to 
read it. Filing can be done by the secretary. 

The file drawer dividers are marked with the AHFS 
category numbers. Material in ine mosi active cate- 
gories is contained in manila folders between the 
dividers. 

Additional categories and subcategories can easily 
be established since the original AHFS classification 
left three unused digits between the category numbers. 
In the AHFS classification as reprinted on page 47, 
those classifications not yet in the Tabie of Contents 
are printed in italics. This signifies that monographs 
for these classifications are in preparation or that there 
will soon be a revision of that category. 

There are a number of advantages inherent in using 
the AHFS classifications. Chief of these is that persons 
accustomed to using the book itself will be familiar 
with the classifications when they come to the phar- 
macy file to find additional information. As members

of the health professions go from hospital to hospital 
they will find more and more hospitals standardizing 
on this familiar classification system. 

Adoption of this system by a significant number of 
pharmacies should influence pharmaceutical manu- 
facturers to print the classification number on all 
pieces of their literature. After all, they hope that 
their literature will be retained, not discarded. Not only 
would manufacturer-coding save time for the busy 
pharmacist, but it would solve some of the perplexing 
problems arising from some manufacturers’ attempts 
to advertise the drug as something different. Be it 
advertised as an antinauseant, a normalizer, a calma- 
tive, an ataraxic, a psychotherapeutic sedative, an 
antihistamine, or even as an antipruritic, literature on 
a new phenothiazine derivative would be more likely 
to be recovered if labeled 28:16.08 so that it would 
be filed among the tranquilizers. 


What to File? 


All material should be dated when placed in the 
file. Routine information should be cleaned from the 
file periodically, retaining only information which has 
not since appeared in reference services or books. 

Remember, it is the purpose of the literature file to 
provide material which is not readily available in more 
convenient form. Names, dosage forms, commercial 
containers and prices, and brief descriptions of indi- 
cations and dosage are quickly available in the manu- 
facturer’s catalog, and in such reference services as 
PharmIndex, Facts and Comparisons, Modern Drug 
Encyclopedia, and Physician’s Desk Reference. The 
literature file should concentrate on more extensive 
reports of actions, uses, cautions, and dosage. 

The initial literature on a typical new drug may be 
a reference to a report at some meeting. Advertising 
literature and the package insert arrive soon after the 
drug is placed on the market. Generally, none of the 
advertising is worth filing, and it is probable that the 
initial reference is covered in the package insert. 

With the passage of time, reports of untoward effects 
appear and should be filed. New uses and dosage 
schedules may be developed. This material may be dis- 
carded as it is incorporated into a new package insert, 
a new brochure on the drug, or an AHFS monograph. 

A well-stocked information file is as important to 
good drug therapy as a well stocked pharmacy. 
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HOW 
GET THE MOST 


out of medical literature 


One of the biggest problems the chief pharmacist 
has is keeping up to date on advances in pharmacy 
and medicine in spite of the limited time he has for 
reading professional literature. In 1959, over 450 
new prescription items were placed on the market, 
and most of them were accompanied by one or more 
forms of promotional material. To obtain the most 
from the literature, the pharmacist must have a defi- 
nite plan for assimilating all of this information. 
Here are a few suggestions: 


& 1. Classify the literature into six general cate- 
gories: articles on original work, reporting new de- 
velopments; review articles, usually a comprehensive 
coverage of one subject; symposia, or series of articles 
dealing with one general area; advertisements in 
journals; promotional material received by mail; and 
literature received during personal interviews with 
detail men. 


Pm 2. Have a definite method of abstracting and/or 
filing each type of material. In articles on original 
work, the summary and conclusions will usually give 
the main thought and can be transferred to file cards 
with a notation as to their source. A 3 x 5 file box 
will hold numerous references if this is done. Review 
articles should be read thoroughly. A simple refer- 
ence to the subject matter and its source can be made 
on a card, which is then filed alphabetically. Sym- 
posia should also be recorded in this manner, the 
main idea being to read the material once for the 
information contained in it and to make a record of 
where it can be found. 


P 3. Give advertisements the same attention you 
would a written article. Interpret what you read and 
make sure it means something to you. Most profes- 
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sional advertisements are, in themselves, abstracts 
of medical reports and give you vital information in 
a minimum number of words. 


® 4. Keep a simple file of all products mentioned 
in advertisements and all other promotional material. 
On standard 3 x 5 file cards, list product name, 
manufacturer, uses, dosage forms, recommended 
dosage, and other special notations you may want to 
make. Whenever possible, use the printed cards 
furnished by the manufacturers and file them alpha- 
betically. You will then have a most important part 
of your reference library right at your finger tips. 
It will quickly tell you what a product is, who makes 
it, and its use. 


& 5. Encourage interchange of information. Tell a 
physician of an article you have seen that might be 
of special interest to him. Before long he wili be 
calling your attention to one he has read.. When this 
happens, make an effort to check on it. Listen to your 
detail men when they discuss a reprint or a pamph- 
let with you, and note the parts they emphasize. Be- 
cause their presentations must, of necessity, be brief, 
they usually point out the pertinent information to 
save you time. 


> 6. Remember that the best way to accumulate in- 
formation and keep it is to give it away. The more 
you talk about articles you have read, the more you 
will remember. When you have a break in the day’s 
work, try to discuss some article with the staff 
in your pharmacy. If you set the example, your sub- 
ordinates will follow it, and your entire department 
will quickly gain the reputation of being “on the 
ball.”

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® ABOUT THREE YEARS ago, at an Institute on Hospital 
Pharmacy held at Temple University in Philadephia, 
a paper was presented which concerned a classification 
and filing system for the hospital pharmacist. For quite 
some time, we in our pharmacy department had been 
interested in installing an organized and general 
classification filing system. We wanted the material 
and information to be readily available, and above 
all, easy to file. With these two objectives in mind, 
I listened with a great deal of interest to the paper as 
it was presented by one of its authors, Charles M. King,

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Jr. My first impression was one of confusion because ° 


it was difficult to absorb completely the material en- 
compassed by the paper in the presentation. During the 
famous Institute coffee breaks, I had an opportunity to 
talk to Mr. King about his system and after spending 
a great deal of time in an attempt to understand the 
system, he suggested that we install this system, render 
constructive criticism, and subsequently assist in the 
development of a workable procedure. 


Classification of Material 


When I returned home from the Institute, I greeted 
my office staff with this momentous document. On 
that fateful day in June, 1958, we started the installa- 
tion of this comprehensive filing system. It took several 
months to classify the millenium of files, to create a 
system of subdivisions for classifications, and develop 
a procedure for implementing the system. 

To be specific, the first thing which we did was 
to make folders for each of the thirty-three main divi- 
sion classifications. After making each of these folders, 
we went through every main division, selected those 
folders which would be most applicable to the material 
which was current in our present files. For example, 
under the main division 015 ALCOHOL, we prepared 
the following folder files . . . 


015 ALCOHOL 
015-10 STORAGE 
015-15 TAX FREE ALCOHOL 
015-25 TAX PAID ALCOHOL 


These were the only folders under this particular 
division which were made immediately, since this 
covered the information and material which was in our 
files. These new folders were properly labelled with 
their primary subdivision numbers and titles. 

Perhaps, the division which could be discussed 
thoroughly is the main division under 090 - ORGANI- 
ZATIONS (in the original preliminary draft of the 
paper prior to publication, the division on ORGANI- 
ZATIONS was coded as 085). We created a folder 
for each of the primary sub-divisions.

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When we classified the AMERICAN Society oF Hos- 
PITAL PHARMACISTS, this is the manner in which we 
did it. The main division would be 090. The primary 
sub-division would be - 10 representing organizations, 
national 090-10; and the secondary sub-division in this 
case would be - 10 rep.esenting the SOCIETY. Thus, 
the file code number for the AMERICAN SOCIETY OF 
HospitaL Puarmacists was 090-10-10. If you will 
note under the above examples in parentheses, the 
American Pharmaceutical Association precedes the 
AMERICAN Society OF HospitTaL Puarmacists. In the 
national organization (090-10) listing, we assigned the 
secondary subdivision code of - 05 to the American 
Pharmaceutical Association. Thus, the file code number 
of the American Pharmaceutical Association was 
classified as 090-10-05. In like manner, the secondary 
sub-division - 15 was assigned to the American College 
of Apothecaries (090-10-15). We continued this pro- 
cedure for all the other organizations. To further 
illustrate the flexibility of this filing and classification 
system, we decided to create a separate file for the 
Division of Hospital Pharmacy of the American Phar- 
maceutical Association. Since the classification number 
for the American Pharmaceutical Association was 
090-10-05 (090-ORGANIZATIONS main division; 
090-10 NATIONAL primary sub-division; secondary 
sub-division 090-10-05.), we then assigned the number 
- 05 to the Division of Hospital Pharmacy. The classifi- 
cation code number for the Division of Hospital 
Pharmacy of the American Pharmaceutical Association 
became 090-10-05-05. To further illustrate, allow me 
to specifically code the 090-10 national classification.

Objectives Fulfilled 


In each instance, we were able to develop a filing 
and classification system for our administrative pro- 
cedure such as manufacturing, dispensing, control, 
education, purchasing, etc. We feel that this system 
has fulfilled the four objectives of Mr. King and Mr. 
Flack in developing this system. They are as follows: 
(1) data and information too complicated to be com- 
mitted to memory, (2) communication between depart- 
ments, (3) a history of the pharmacy department so 
as to provide a basis for future operations, and (4) in- 
formation needed by those outside the department, 
such as the hospital administration and government. 

We are happy to have a filing and classification 
system in this department. We are perhaps more 
pleased to have one which was specifically created 
for hospital pharmacy and which we have helped to 
develop. I think that the system is a good one. We 
know that it works. We invite you to visit with us 
at any time to view its operation.

> THE FOURTH SUPPLEMENT to the Comprehensive Bibliography on Hospital 
Pharmacy is a continuation of the original Bibliography and Supplements 
published in the January-February (1951, 1953, 1955, and 1957) issues of THE 
BULLETIN OF THE AMERICAN Society oF HospiraL PHARMACISTS (now the 
AMERICAN JOURNAL OF HospiTaL PHarMaAcy). With few exceptions, the refer- 
ences included in the Bibliography are taken from journals appearing in 1957 
and 1958. The exceptions are those references which may be significant but 
did not appear in a previous Bibliography in Tus JourNAL. For clarity and 
organization for those who utilize the Bibliographies, the following listing shows 


information on publication of the First Comprehensive Bibliography and Sup- 
plements.

The original Comprehensive Bibliography on Hospital Pharmacy covered 
all significant references noted in the speciality of hospital pharmacy prior to 
1951, with succeeding Supplements keeping this up to date. First done at a time 
when reference material in hospital pharmacy was somewhat limited, one cannot 
help but note that the 1951 Bibliography contained but 1,304 references and 
covered a period of approximately 30 years, whereas the 1961 Fourth Supplement 
covers but two years (1957 and 1958) and includes 1,545 references. This fact 
alone gives practitioners in hospital pharmacy some insight into the growth of 


their speciality and the increasing needs in the area of reference material. 
As stated in the 1951 Bibliography, this “is an attempt to bring together 


in convenient form references to the literature of hospital pharmacy.” Con- 
siderations in selecting references take into account the needs of practicing 
hospital pharmacists and teachers and students in this field. However, it should 
not be implied that the Bibliography has attempted to be “selective” in any way 
since in working with the literature, it is believed helpful to first have a 
complete listing of all references covering a particular subject. Necessarily, 
some references may appear under more than one subject dependmg on the 
material covered in the particular article. 

Again, principal subject headings have been chosen and arranged in a 
manner most convenient for use. The subject headings used in the Fourth Sup- 
plement are, with few exceptions, the same as those used in previous Biblio- 
graphies. The inherent changes over a period of time in a growing specialty does 
call for a reevaluation of a classification system from time to time. 

Publication of this Fourth Supplement to the Comprehensive Bibliography 
on Hospital Pharmacy has again been carried out in cooperation with Dr. William 
Heller, Ph.D., Director of Pharmacy Service at the University of Arkansas Medi- 
cal Center, Little Rock, Arkansas. Credit should also be given to Miss Joanne 
Branson for careful proofreading.

This new edition of the U.S.P. contains 908 monographs 
of which 225 are new admissions. The latter represent a 
cross-section of representatives of new classes of drugs which 
have been introduced since 1955 including the oral anti- 
diuretics, oral diuretics, antihypertensive agents and anti- 
carcinogenic drugs. There is also a list of 81 articles, drugs 
or preparations, which have been approved for admission 
but for which time did not permit preparation of the mono- 
graphs in time for publication in this volume; they will ap- 
pear in Interim Revision Announcements or in Supplements. 

Development in analytical techniques is reflected in the 
utilization of infrared spectrophotometry, chromatography, 
radioactive tracers, as examples, to old and new drugs. 

A comprehensive section (272 pages) on general infor- 
mation and procedures is a useful reference for the practic- 
ing pharmacist. Included are sections devoted to pharma- 
ceutical preparations, radioactivity; U.S.P. reference stan- 
dards; spectrophotometry, colorimetry and _ turbidimetry; 
sterilization: titrimetry; filtering media; apparatus for tests 
and assays: sterility tests etc. 

The section devoted to general information is set in a 2- 
column format which results in considerable saving of space. 
A separate table of contents precedes the general section. The 
monographs are set in the same general style as the former 
edition. 

Dr. Miller and his colleagues of the U.S.P. Revision 
Committee are to be commended for maintaining their usual 
standard of performance developing a compendium of drug 
standards that is par excellence. This is an essential and 
highly useful reference for the pharmacist practicing in hos- 
pitals.

pe NEW DRUGS DEVELOPMENTS 1960. Being Volume 2 of the 
UNITED STATES DISPENSATORY. Edited by Arthur 
Osol, Ph.D. and Robertson Pratt, Ph.D. 240 pages. Pub- 
lished by J. B. Lippincott Co., Philadelphia, Pa. Price 
$9.00. 

This is Volume 2 of the well-known U. S. Dispensatory. 
Published as a -separate book, it describes new drugs, phar- 
macopeial as well as nonofficial, introduced during the 
period 1955-60. It contains 209 monographs of new basic 
drugs and includes survey digests of latest information on 
classes of drugs such as antibiotics with antitumor activity, 
psychotherapeutic drugs, hypoglycemic sulfonylureas and 
biguanides, therapeutic enzymes, and others. Covered are the 
new drugs of the U.S.P. XVI, N.F. XI, British Pharmacopoeia 
1958, and the International Pharmacopoeia. 

An example of the type of coverage achieved is the sec- 
tion on the tranquilizers. The general article on psychothera- 
peutic drugs discusses concepts, definitions, sites and me- 
chanisms of action in considerable detail with well-docu- 
mented references, and with adequate discussion of the 
monoamine oxidase inhibitors. In addition, there are separate 
monographs on 33 psychotherapeutic agents, each contain- 
ing such information as chemical and trade names, structural 
formulas, properties, actions and uses, side effects, dose and 
dosage forms. 

One of the best features of this book is the splendid docu- 
mentation of statements made in the monographs or articles. 
In this, it continues the valued tradition and practice of 
other volumes of the U.S.D. This is an excellent reference 
source which provides triple distilled résumés without re- 
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moving the source of the active ingredients. Hospital phar- 
macists will find it very helpful not only for general infor- 
mation on new drugs but also for information on compound- 
ing and formulation problems, stability and incompatibili- 
ties, and toxicology. 

In addition to its publication as a separate volume, this 
book is also published as part of the 1960 edition of the 
United States Dispensatory which contains the two volumes 
in one book of over 2300 pages, price $30.

pm HOSPITAL TRUSTEESHIP by Charles U. Letourneau. Pub- 
lished by Starling Publications, P.O. Box 255, Chicago 
90, Ill. 1959. 480 pp. Price $7.50. 

The role of the hospital trustee—his qualifications, au- 
thority, principles of conduct, personal liability, etc.—is 
discussed at length with emphasis on the sacred nature of 
hospital trusteeship. For complete background, the author 
has brought together in concise form and for easy reading, 
details on the hospital’s organization under the follow- 
ing chapter headings: History and Development of Hos- 
pitals, The American Hospital System, Basic Hospital Organi- 
zation, Professional Services and The Health Team. Ad- 
ditional chapters outline the relationships with the hospital 
administrator and physicians, as well as hospital financing 
and policies and methods of evaluating services. Under Pro- 
fessional Services, note is made of the role of the pharmacist, 
his qualifications and responsibilities. The Pharmacy Com- 
mittee is also discussed in the chapter entitled “The Medical 
Collectivity.” 

The book has been prepared especially for the hospital 
trustee and in the words of the author it outlines “. . . some 
tested principles to guide the hospital trustee in exercising 
the authority and discharge the responsibility of his office.” 

The author of Hospital Trusteeship is well known in the 
hospital field and writes with long and varied experiences. 
He is a professional counsellor to hospitals and is currently 
editorial director of Hospital Management. He was associated 
with the late Dr. Malcolm T. MacEachern who contributed 
much in the field of hospital administration in this country 
as well as serving as director of the program in hospital ad- 
ministration at Northwestern University in Chicago. Dr. 
Letourneau’s background also includes degrees in liberal arts, 
medicine and law. 

Commenting in the Foreward are Kenneth B. Babcock, 
M.D., Director, Joint Commission on Accreditation of Hos- 
pitals, and Dean Conley, F.A.C.H.A., Executive Director of 
the American College of Hospital Administrators, both emin- 
ent in the field of hospital administration. In Dr. Babcock’s 
statement, he says— 

“Both legislatively and legally the role of hospital trustee 
has become a more important function in the last two 
decades. The position of hospital trustee is not one of prestige ; 
it is one of dedicated service, calling for the expenditure 
of much time and energy, plus judicious use of such attributes 
as honest motivation, leadership, sympathetic understanding, 
progressiveness, and common sense. These are well brought 
out in this book. 

“The book is neither a text along academic lines nor an 
attempt to glamorize hospital trusteeship. It deals objectively 
with the subject of hospital trusteeship, their duties, their 
functions and their responsibilities.

Price approximately $4.50. 

The British Pharmacopoeia 1958 is the ninth edition of 
the Pharmacopoeia prepared by the British Pharmacopoeial 
Commission (1953-1958) at the direction of the General 
Medical Council persuant to the Medical Act, 1956. There 
are 137 deletions from the British Pharmacopoeia 1953; 52 
principal alterations in the main titles, not including those 
titles of preparations which have been changed by transposi- 
tion of the name of the drug or by omission of the name 
of the salt or derivative; 27 alterations in composition 
and/or strength of substances and preparations; and 11 alter- 
ations in instructions on dosage in preparations. The new 
monographs, totaling 160, cover a wide range of synthetic 
drugs, antibiotics, hormones, and biological material together 
with preparations such as injections, tablets, capsules and 
ointments. 

Those aspects of specifications which are common to 
many of the monographs on injections are brought together 
as a new general monograph entitled Injections. This ar- 
rangement is similar to that already adopted for tablets, 
where the general monograph has been amended in certain 
particulars, notably by the addition of requirements for 
diameter of uncoated tablets. The disintegration test for 
tablets is extended to provide a method applicable to enteric 
coated tablets. For a limited number of monographs on 
tablets, addition of a suitable coloring agent to the coating 
is specified. Similar provisions are made for some capsules. 

The standards and tests for serological and immunological 
products are revised in many particulars and new monographs 
added on three mixed antigen—Diphtheria and Pertussis 
Vaccine; Diphtheria, Tetanus, and Pertussis Vaccine; and 
Typhoid-paratyphoid A and B and Tetanus Vaccine. The 
general monograph on Bacterial Vaccines is replaced by one 
on Vaccines to cover also viral and rickettsial vaccines, 
bacterial toxcids, bacterial toxins, and mixed vaccines. Ab- 
breviated titles, devised in a systematic manner have been 
added to the monographs of some serological and immun- 
ological products with the intention that they should be 
used in keeping records and should not replace the full 
titles for labeling purposes. 

Analytical methods such as nonaqueous titration and 
electrometric titration are applied to the assay of chemical 
substances when appropriate. The use of spectrophotometric 
methods is extended, notably in the examination of the 
steroids and their preparations, including injections and 
tablets in which the amount of medicament may be small. 
The appendices (Appendix I to XXVII) contain intensive 
general and specific information on quantitative, qualitative, 
biological, and physical assay methods and physicochemical 
constants applicable to the pharmaceutical analyst. By inclu- 
sion of preparations of sodium radio-iodide and sodium radio- 
phosphate, the Pharmacopoeia presents for the first time 
monographs on radioactive chemicals. 

In the previous edition, statements on Limits for Error 
for substances and preparations which are required to be 
assayed biologically were included under each method of 
assay in the Appendices and instructions were given in some 
monographs on preparations for extending the limits to 
allow for variations resulting from manufacturing processes. 
In this edition, the requirements for limits of error are 
given in each monograph concerned and have been adjusted 
to take into account any additional tolerances for manufac- 
turing variations. Accordingly, the permitted limits of error 
for a preparation of a substance may differ from those for 
the substance itself and are expressed in terms of the stated 
potency. 

Doses are expressed in the metric system only, except for 
those substances and preparations commonly prescribed in the 
Imperial System. 

The Addendum to the British Pharmacopoeia 1960 con- 
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tains 49 new monographs on drugs and preparations. Most 
of the new monographs are concerned with immunological 
products, antibiotics or synthetic drugs. The immunological 
products are Diphtheria and Tetanus Vaccine, Typhoid- 
paratyphoid A and B and Cholera Vaccine. The monograph 
on B.C.G. Vaccine and Smallpox Vaccine have been revised 
extensively and now cover both the liquid and the dried 
forms. The new antibiotic monographs deal with the calcium 
and sodium salts of novobiocin, the calcium and potassium 
salts of phenoxymethylpenicillin and various preparations of 
these antibiotics. Hormone preparations include Hydro- 
cortisone Sodium Succinate Injection and Liothyronine So- 
dium, and the antithyroid substance Potassium Perchlorate. 


Among the new monographs on synthetic drugs are the 
antineoplastic agents Busulphan and Mercaptopurine, the 
antiseptics Chlorhexidine Hydrochloride and Chlorhexidine 
Gluconate Solution, the oral hypoglycemic agent Tolbutamide, 
the non-mercurial diuretic Chlorothiazide, the general 
anesthetic Halothane, and the anticholinesterase drug Pyrido- 
stigmine Bromide. Also included are the analeptic Beme- 
gride, Phytomenadione (Vitamin K,), the renal blocking 
agent Probenecid, and Hydroxychloroquine Sulphate, which 
is used as an antimalarial drug and for other purposes. A 
third piperazine salt, the citrate, and the sodium derivative 
of amylobarbitone are also added. There are also mono- 
graphs covering the forms in which the new substances are 
administered. 

Changes have been made in the requirements for tablets 
of dried ferrous sulphate, lucanthone hydrochloride, potas- 
sium chloride, sodium aminosalicylate, sodium chloride, and 
sodium citrate. Among other changes are alterations in the 
assay of Procaine Penicillin, Phenytoin Sodium, Phenytoin 
Tablets, and Thyroid, and in some aspects of the mono- 
graphs on Neomycin, Soda Lime, Suramin, Suramin Injection, 
and Suxamethonium Chloride. 


The table of standard preparations and units of activity 
of biological substances, provided in Appendix XV, has 
been brought up to date in accordance with the decisions 
of the World Health Organisation. Appendix XVIII A, 
Assay of Vitamin A, is replaced by a statement that is 
essentialiy in accordance with the Report of the Vitamin 
Assay Subdivision of the Food Division of the Applied 
Chemistry Section of the International Union of Pure and 
Applied Chemistry. 

The British Pharmacopoeia 1958 and its Addendum 1960 
present a valuable reference for those concerned with drug 
standards. This thorough work reflects advances both in 
therapeutics and pharmaceutics as well as the chemical and 
biological sciences.

Pharmacy for Nurses is intended as a text in teaching 
nurses fundamentals of pharmacy. It is not intended to teach 
either pharmacology or drugs and solutions. Rather, as stated 
by the author, “The main objectives of this book are to 
acquaint nurses with literature, current pharmaceuticals and 
the scope of pharmacy. . .” 

Subjects covered are arithmetic of pharmacy, narcotics, 
handling investigational drugs, drug administration, current 
pharmaceuticals, the literature or references of pharmacy, 
poisons, the prescription, medical terminology, drug classifica- 
tion, etc. 

Because of the scope of information included here, Phar- 
macy for Nurses might also be useful as a reference for the 
practicing nurse. It does appear that the author has at- 
tempted to bring together such a vast amount of informa- 
tion in one book, making it difficult to exhaust a particular 
subject.

The British National Formulary represents the joint efforts 
of the medical and pharmaceutical professions to compile a 
standard formulary in convenient pocket-size format for 
use by physicians. 

A brief outline of the actions, uses, and side effects of 
various classes of drugs is included in the section called 
“Notes to Prescribers.” These discussions present succinctly 
useful information to aid the physician in his selection of a 
therapeutic agent. Included is a discussion on the treatment 
of poisoning. The book also contains a section in which 
the various medicinal agents are classified pharmacologically 
according to their predominate action. The formulary section 
is divided into two parts: a general section and an infant’s 
section. Within each section of the formulary, medicinals are 
grouped under pharmaceutical classifications, such as tablets, 
injections, etc. The descriptive statement concerning each 
preparation is concise and includes synonyms, precautions to 
be observed in storing, dispensing, labeling or administering 
the drug, and the dosage range. In the infant’s section, the 
doses given are based on the average safe dose for a child 
of one year of age. Preparations in the infant’s section would 
be of particular interest to pharmacists in children’s hospitals, 
or in those with a large pediatric service. The appendix con- 
tains a list of proprietary preparations together with a corre- 
sponding list of preparations under their nonproprietary 
names. Other information in the appendix includes metric 
and imperial equivalents, conversion factors for milliequiva- 
lents, the quantities of the various drug preparations which 
are usually dispensed, and a dental practitioner’s formulary. 
The Standard Edition is intended primarily for pharmacists. 

The Alternative Edition of the British National Formulary 
differs from the Standard Edition principally in the arrange- 
ment of the formulary section in which preparations are 
grouped according to the principal pharmacological action 
of the main ingredients. Preceding each group of drugs 
is a description of the action, uses and side effects of the drugs 
included in the section. Much of this descriptive material is 
additional to that given in the Standard Edition. While 
the Alternative Edition is intended primarily for use by 
physicians the modest price of these two editions place them 
in the category of good buys for the pharmacists who want 
two useful reference tools for the price of one.

The authors of these three essays are familiar to those in- 
terested in the history of pharmacy. Dr. Sonnedecker, suc- 
cessor to the late Professor Urdang, is currently directing the 
American Institute of the History of Pharmacy. His essay, 
“Some Guidelines into the Historical Literature on Pharmacy” 
offers the average teacher and serious student of the history 
of pharmacy a very good introduction to the field. The second 
essay by J. Hampton Hoch is an able survey entitled “Biblio- 
graphic Materials in English Relating to the History of 
Pharmacy” which will be most helpful to persons who wish 
to investigate the historical development of pharmacognosy. 
Professor Hoch, in addition to teaching pharmacognosy at 
the School of Pharmacy, Medical College of South Carolina, 
has long been active in historical research and writing. The 
final essay by one of the most productive of the younger 
German pharmaceutical historians, Dr. Wolfgang Schneider,

is a brief “Bibliographical Review of the History of Pharma- 
ceutical Chemistry” (mainly of German literature). 

The chief value of these assays is not for the experienced 
historian, as Dr. Sonnedecker admits, but for people who are 
sincerely interested in finding “an entering wedge into 
the historical literature” and have not been aware of existing 
bibliographical guidelines. Certainly any school of pharmacy 
which is seriously attempting or contemplating expansion of 
library facilities to support teaching and research in the 
history of pharmacy, will find this publication extremely 
useful.

This is an excellent handbook and ready reference for the 
practicing pharmacist.

ures . . .; Table of Percentage Solutions; Table of Solubili- 
ties; The British Pharmacopoeia: equivalent B.P. formulae, 
preparations of the B.P.; Posology . . .; Hydrogen Ion Con- 
centration; Isotonic Solutions; Méilliequivalents; Freezing 
Mixtures and Antifreeze Solutions; Forensic Pharmacy; Poi- 
soning: symptoms and antidotes, treatment in special cases, 
poisonous plants; Bites and Stings; Removal of Stains; The 
Endocrine Organs; Biochemical Examinations: collection and 
preservation of specimens, examination of urine, blood, cere-

Wy-1485—A Clinical Evaluation 


Reports have come from the French literature con- 
cerning the clinical effects of methyl-4-beta chlorethyl- 
5-thiazole cthane disulfonate (Wy-1485). This com- 
pound has been used under the designation SCTZ and 
reports have claimed marked tranquilizing action of 
this compound without toxic effects. Its physical prop- 
erties are such that only dilute solutions can be used 
parenterally necessitating a large volume of solution 
for intravenous use. Subcutaneous or intramuscular 
injections cannot be given because of the irritating 
nature of the material. SCTZ was studied in two 
different series of 107 patients with various neuro- 
psychiatric disorders. When used intravenously, it was 
valuable in producing a sedative response which rend- 
dered agitated or frightened patients suitable for 
neurodiagnostic procedures. Its psychotherapeutic 
propertics were minimal, transient, and unpredictable. 
Its physical properties and toxic effects rendered it dif- 
ficult to use and limited its value. This report by 
Turner ef al. appears in Diseases of Nervous System 
21:580 (Oct.) 1960. 

Supplies of Wy-1485 for this study were made avail- 
able through the Wyeth Laboratories, Radnor, Penn- 
sylvania.

A pilot clinical trial of a new antidepressant, S.9-888, 
is reported by Mitis in Diseases of Nervous System 
21:584 (Oct.) 1960. The compound used in this study 
was supplicd by Sahyun Laboratories. The group 
studied consisted of 40 female patients admitted to an 
open section of the psychiatric division of the Univer- 
sity of Texas Medical Branch Hospitals. Twenty-eight 
of the patients were first admissions; the remaining 
twelve were at least once previously treated in a hos- 
pital for a functional mental disorder. The results ob- 
tained in this pilot study indicate that S.9-888 has ef- 
fective antidepressant and tranquilizing properties. 
Toxic and side effects are mild. The significance of 
leukopenia in one case is unexplained and could not 
be definitely related to the drug toxicity. More exten- 
sive studies of this compound seem warranted. 
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The compound S.9-888 used in this study was sup- 
plied by Sahyun Laboratories, Santa Barbara, Cali- 
fornia.

Rec 7-0040—A Smooth Muscle Relaxant 


The pharmacological properties of piperidinoethyl 
-3-methylflavone-8-carboxylate hydrochloride (Rec 
7-0040), a new papaverine-like smooth muscle relax- 
ant, are described by Setnikar et al. in the J. Phar- 
macol. Exp. Therap. 130:356 (Nov.) 1960. The new 
drug has a lower acute toxicity than papaverine and, 
in many preparations, a higher antispasmodic activity. 
The smooth muscle relaxing activity of this new drug 
can be demonstrated in vivo on the intestinal and 
bronchial musculature. The dilator activity on the 
peripheral vascular bed is about 10 to 20 times lower 
than that of papaverine. In contradistinction to papa- 
verine, Rec 7-0040 shows also a marked analgesic and 
local anesthetic action. The new compound does not 
seem to interfere with the autonomic system. 

Rec 7-0040 is also known as Recordil. The work re- 
ported in this paper was done by Setnikar, Ravasin and 
Da Re in the Research Department, Recordati Labora- 


torio Farmacologico S.p.A., Milano, Italy.

Thrombotest For Office Or Bedside 
Control Of Anticoagulant Therapy 


In the Thrombotest, Owren has designated a test 
system that will retain its sensitivity to prothrombin, 
proconvertin and Stuart factor while accentuating its 
sensitivity to PTC factor deficiency. This all in one 
reagent, in essence, combines the thromboplastin time 
and a partial thromboplastin time determination, and 
becomes increasingly influenced by PTC and Stuart 
factor activity as prothrombin and proconvertin values 
decline. A. Seaman in Ann. Internal Med. 53:914 
(Nov.) 1960, compares this test with P and P activity 
assay and the thromboplastin time (Quick method). 
The approximate relationship between the three test 
systems at optimal anticoagulation levels is thrombo- 
plastin time - 25 seconds; P and P activity - 20 percent; 
and capillary blood Thrombotest - 12 percent. The 
partial thromboplastin time shows no consistent cor- 
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relation with the other three test systems. The principal 
advantages of the Thrombotest lie in : 1. its all in one 
reagent; 2. the use of capillary blood and avoidance of 
venipuncture; 3. the control curve specific for each 
lot that is provided with the reagent, and; 4. the 
availability of the equipment needed, and easy develop- 


ment of necessary skill.

Effect Of 5-Iododeoxyuridine Upon The Growth 
Of Some Transplantable Rodent Tumors 


Earlier data demonstrates that the drug, 5-iodo- 
deoxyuridine (IUdR) is an effective inhibitor of the 
growth of several transmissible murine neoplasms. This 
study concerns the activity of IUdR in inhibiting the 
growth of Sarcoma 180, lymphomas L1210 and 
L5187-Y in mice. Experiments were performed by 
Jaffe and Prusoff to determine the best dosage schedule 
and route of administration. The dosage of 100-150 
mg./Kg./day for a six day period proved to be the 
most effective. The oral route was less effective than 
parenteral; however little difference was noted if the 
dose was given in a single daily dose or divided doses. 
IUdR at this dosage inhibited the growth of Sarcoma 
180, and lymphomas L1210 and L5178-Y by 50 percent 
or more, without evidence of significant host toxicity. 
The drug had no effect on Walker carcinosarcoma 
256. IUdR was given in combination with several 
other antimetabolites to determine if there was an 
additive effect. Some additive antitumor affect was 
noted when given with azaserine, 6-azathymine 6- 
azauridine and 5 fluorodeoxyuridine. When given with 
6-mercaptopurine less effect was noted, against 
lymphoma L1210. The results of the study were re- 
ported in Cancer Research 20:1383 (Oct.) 1960.

Colistin—An Antibiotic 


The effectiveness of colistin was studied using 44 
patients. Colistin, isolated from an earth culture of 
Acrobacillus colistinus, is a complex polypeptide and 
exhibits bactericidal properties. The patients under ob- 
servation in the study suffered with infections due to 
gram-negative bacteria and conspicuous complicating 
factors. The drug was administered as the sodium 
colistin methane sulfonate intramuscularly. The aver- 
age dose was 75 mg. per day (approximately 1 mg. per 
Kg.) in two to three divided doses. The drug was well 
tolerated and safe except for low incidence of minor 
side effects. The tests showed bacteriologically proven 
improvement in 67 percent of the cases. Colistin proved 
most effective against infections due to Pseudomonas 
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species. In vitro sensitivity determinations on 200 bac- 
terial pathogens showed high incidence of effectiveness 
against Pseudomonas and £. coli strains, variable 
potency against Klebsiella and marked resistance of 
Proteus, Staphylococci and Streptococci to levels of 
colistin which may be achieved in blood. James Hall 
reported the results of a study in Am. J. Med. Sci. 
240:561 (Nov.) 1960.

Benzmalecene—A Preliminary Clinical Investigation 


Benzmalecene is a relatively new chemical compound 
of interest because of four pharmacologic properties. 
1. It inhibits renal tubular secretion of penicillin. 2. 
It causes uricosuria. 3. It inhibits the incorporation of 
acetate and mevalonic acid into chloresterol in vitro 
and partly prevents cholesterol induced hypercholes- 
teremia in vivo. 4. It reduces the renal tubular secre- 
tion of chlorothiazide. This study is reported by Siegler 
et al. in Current Therap. Research 2:448 (Sept.) 1960. 
and the results are presented in tabular form. 


Benzmalecene is a derivative of malaemic acid and 
the presence of two asymetric carbons in the amine 
moiety of this structure makes possible two diastereoi- 
someric forms. The high melting or alpha form is 
benzmalecene which is a white, crystalline compound 
that melts at 210° C. The acid form of benzmalecene 
is insoluble in water, but it readily forms salts, such 
as the sodium salt which is quite soluble in water and 


the calcium salt which is less so.

Treatment Of Multiple Sclerosis With Tolbutamide 


The study of the effects of tolbutamide and dietary 
carbohydrate in multiple sclerosis was prompted by an 
almost complete remission of symptoms in a patient 
soon after initiation of tolbutamide therapy for acne. 
G. Sawyer, reporting in J. Am. Med. Assoc. 174:78 
(Oct. 1) 1960, alternated tolbutamide with placebo 
capsules in 6 of the 7 patients studied, the dosage rang- 
ing from 0.5 to 1.5 Gm. per day. The amount of die- 
tary carbohydrate was frequently changed between 
high and low values. In all cases, except when a high 
carbohydrate diet was started, remission was evident 
after administration of tolbutamide, whereas placebo 
capsule substitution was followed by exacerbation. In 
the majority of patients, a low carbohydrate diet was 


beneficial, a high carbohydrate diet detrimental.

Furadantin Sodium for Intravenous Use 


GENERIC AND CHEMICAL NAMES: Nitrofurantoin sodium; 1- 
(5-nitrofurfurylideneamino) -hydantoin sodium. 

INDICATIONS: Genitourinary tract infections such as pyelo- 
nephritis, pyelitis, cystitis, and prostatitis, when the 
oral form is not feasible. Also systemic bacterial in- 
fections caused by microorganisms sensitive in vitro 
to the drug with the exception of septicemia. 

SIDE EFFECTS AND CONTRAINDICATIONS: Nausea or vomiting, 
which may be minimized by slowing the rate of admin- 
istration or by decreasing the dosage.

COMPOSITION: Diphenoxylate hydrochloride with atropine 
sulfate; 2, 2-diphenyl-4-(4-carbethoxy-4-pheny]-1 -piperi- 
dine) butyronitrile hydrochloride. 
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INDICATIONS: Control of diarrhea associated with gastroenter- 
itis, irritable bowel, functional hypermotility, drug 
administration, regional enteritis, malabsorption syn- 
drome, ulcerative colitis, acute infection, or food poison- 
ing. Action on smooth muscle of intestinal tract similar 
to that of morphine. Atropine sulfate added in sub- 
therapeutic doses to prevent deliberate overdosage.

Mixing of Pharmaceutical Solids: The General Approach, Train, 
David, J. Am. Pharm. Assoc., Sci. Ed. 49:265 (May) 1960. (School 
of Pharmacy, University of London, England.) 


All particles are subjected to a constant force of gravity 
and are in some sort of spatial equilibrium with one an- 
other. To obtain interparticulate movement, there must 
be sufficient volume and space between particles to 
overcome shear movement. This can take place if the 
bed of particles is allowed to expand in a sufficiently 
large mixing container. The external force must apply 
a three-dimensional stress to induce movement of the 
particles in the expanded state in all planes. Applied to 
any specific situation, improper mixing may be attributed 
to: (a) insufficient expansion of the powder bed, causing 
hinderance to particle movement, (b) insufficient ex- 
ternal forces to produce suitable movement in all di- 
rections thus leaving a portion undisturbed, and (c) 
preferential movement of certain type of particles due 
to dissimilarity of physical properties (size, density, 
etc.) of materials being mixed, causing separation as 
soon as mixing conditions change. 

If fine particles are placed at the bottom of a drum 
mixer set on its axis at 23° and coarse particles placed 
on the top, there would be no mixing. If the system is 
reversed, true mixing would occur, but is unstable and 
will seperate rapidly when the process is stopped or is 
subjected to vibration or subsequent processing. Particles 
of different sizes are able to fall through the void spaces 
between large ones. The rate of mixing is also impeded 
by an increase in density difference. The effect of 
perticle shape has not been extensively investigated, but 
it is known that roughly equidimensional particles are 
easier to mix than any other shapes. Flat or acircular 
particles prolong the mixing time because of their 
tendency to bundle. Another condition is played by 
surfece-active forces holding particles together as ag- 
gregates through adsorbed liquid films, electrostatic 
changes, or possibly weak Van der Waal forces. Their 
effect becomes greater as the specific area of the solid 
increrses to produce powders with poor flowing charac- 
teristics. 

Examples to illustrate some of the inherent limitations 
in the performance of various types of mixing equipment 
are discussed: the revolving drum with its axis at an 
angle to the horizontal and mixers of the rotating cube, 
Z-blade, planet, double V and Y cone types. The size 
reduction equipment discussed involved the mortar and 
pestle, sieving and sifting apparatus, and the end, buhr- 
stone, pin disk, and hammer mills. 

The mixing of pharmaceutical materials has serious 
implications to supvly standardized medicinal prepara- 
tions in dosages within precise or overall limits of re- 
quirements and in dependable effects. Random analytical 
sampling must check adequately the magnitude of the 
unit dose and assess the possible variations due to 
limitations in the manufacturing procedures.

following intravenous administration PVTD remains up 
to the 15th day in the kidneys of mice and rabbits and 
up to the 45th day in the liver of mice and rabbits. By 
the chemical method alone PVTD has been detected up 
to the 45th day in the heart, spleen, striated muscles, 
lungs, and brain. PVTD remains longer when administered 
in larger doses. It is retained the longest time by the 
liver: in mice some of it is found the 95th day, in 
rabbits even the 150th day after intravenous administra- 
tion. 

In the vicinity and the site of precipitation of PVTD 
no pathological changes due to its retention could be 
demonstrated.

Three ultrasonic generators and a colloid mill have been 
evaluated with 25% mineral, peanut, and safflower oil 
emulsions. The 4 apparatus studied were: (1) Eppenbach 
Colloid mill, model QV-6-1, (2) General Electric Model 
G-3 piezoelectric-type ultrasonic generator, (3) Branson 
Uitrasonic Corp. Sonogen generator, model AP-25-B, and 
(4) Minisonic Mark 2 hydrodynamic-type ultrasonic gener- 
ator. Emulsions were exposed in each apparatus for 
periods up to 15 minutes and then analyzed after zero, 
15, 30, and 60 days of storage. Results showed that, 
generally, the emulsions prepared by the Minisonic had 
a smaller mean globule diameter than any others, and 
had greater uniformity. The other three apparatus were 
approximately equivalent in the degree of dispersion 
produced. The Eppenbach mill had an aggregate average 
particle diameter of 2.36 microns, the Minisonic generator 
1.48 microns.

The authors have studied the deposition in tissues and 
the time of deposition of Yugoslav Dextran - PVTD in 
order to determine its possible influence on the site of 
deposition.

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Numerous reports have been published regarding colori- 
metric determination of tetracycline but the present series 
of experiments were carried out in order to find a 
simple and more practicable method for chemical deter- 
mination. The sample solution is prepared by dissolving 
tetracycline hydrochloride in distilled water to make a 
solution containing 10 - 100 micrograms of tetracycline 
hydrochloride in 1 ml. of the solution. A 1 ml. portion 
of this solution is placed in a glass-stoppered test tube, 
2 mil. of MclIivain buffer (pH 7.0) and 0.2 ml. of 0.05% 
aqueous solution of dimethyl-p-phenylenediamine hydro- 
chloride are added, and mixed thoroughly. This solution, 
after addition of 3 ml. of isobutanol and 0.2 ml. of 0.02% 
aqueous solution of sodium hypochlorite, is shaken 
vigorously for 3 minutes and allowed to stand for 5 
minutes at room temperature (5 - 30°). The blue-colored 
isobutanol layer is transferred to a dry test tube, 0.2 ml. 
of absolute ethanol is added, and absorbance of this 
solution is measured at 630 mu. This method allows 
determination of a microquantity by a comparatively 
simple procedure and is also possible to determine the 
quantity of tetracycline in its preparation containing

The Food and Drug Administration has delisted and/or 
reclassified 21 dyes and pigments in the past few years 
which formerly were on prior lists of certifiable colorants. 
The author sets forth both the theory and practical 
aspects which confront the colorist when he attempts to 
reproduce the color produced by a delisted dye. Charts, 
curves, and tables are presented showing relationships be- 
tween former dyes and proposed substitutes. FD & C 
Orange No. 1 is no longer permissible for use in drugs, 
cosmetics or food and D & C Orange No. 3 and D & C 
Orange No. 4 are now relisted as External D & C Orange 
No. 7 and No. 8 and may not be used in drugs or 
cosmetics that may contact the mucous membrane. A 
number of suggested guide formulae are presented to- 
gether with compatibilities and incompatibilities. In addi- 
tion to this a number of formulae of some popular color 
effects that formerly contained FD & C Orange No. 1 are 
listed, such as: leaf green, chocolate, strawberry, wine, 
etc.

STABILITY OF ATROPINE SOLUTIONS 


Stability of Atropine Solutions, Biological and Chemical Assays, 
Lu, F. C. and Hummel, B. C. W., J. Pharm.

Atropine solutions stored at room temperature for 2 to 6 
years were assayed biologically using the anti-acetylcholine 
action as end point. The activity of the 6-year old solu- 
tions was about 25 percent below the labelled strength. 
Loss of activity was proportional to the duration of 


storage. Colorimetric assays on some of these samples 
confirmed these results. The spasmolytic and lethal 
activities of two other samples of partially hydrolysed 
atropine solutions were also determined. The presence 
of the hydrolysis products did not alter the ratio of these 
two activities of atropine. But, the biological activities 
of the sample, in which the hydrolysis amounted to 44 
percent, were greater than those attributable to the un- 
hydrolysed atropine.

The microscopic mixed fusion technique proposed by 
Kofler is a valuable method in furnishing numerous 
observations regarding eutectic melting of a two-com- 
ponental system and formation of molecular compounds. 
However, this technique requires pretreatment of the 
sample by fusion and recrystallization to prepare the 
test piece. The technique cannot be applied to substances 
which undergo decomposition by fusion or which cannot 
be recrystallized. In such cases, the two components are 
separately reduced to a fine powder, about 1 mg. of 
each is placed on a slide glass, about 5 mm. apart, and 
the powder is rubbed gently with a cover glass placed 
over them, so as to contact the two components partially. 
Heating of this powder results in appearance of a line 
of eutectic melt in the center of the contact zone. In 
this procedure, change of contact zone can be observed 
in comparison with pure components so that the identifi- 
cation of the eutectic point becomes more accurate. 
Further, the process can be utilized for the judgment 
of identity or differentiation of two substances and for 
examination of purity.

New Drugs and Developments in Therapeutics 


New Drugs for Glaucoma 


B® TWO ADDITIONAL DRUGS for topical use in controlling the 
intraocular tension in glaucoma have become available 
within the last year: DEmMECARIUM BromipE (Humorsol) and 
ECHOTHIOPHATE IopipE (Phospholine Iodide). Both these 
compounds closely resemble the older drug, isoflurophate, in 
their actions, clinical usefulness, effectiveness, and side-effects, 
but have the advantage of being more stable in aqueous solu- 
tion; thus, they may be preferred to isoflurophate for patients 
in whom oily solutions are not well tolerated. In most other 
respects, the three drugs are similar, so that the choice from 
among them will usually be determined by the variation in 
response among individual patients or by the physician’s own 
experience; there seems to be no consistent superiority of one 
drug over the others. 

The value of agents of this type lies in their ability to 
reduce temporarily the intraocular tension when instilled into 
the eye; pain and other symptoms of glaucoma are thereby

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relieved, and, in selected patients, further impairment of vision 
is prevented and the need for surgery obviated. The basis 
of selection of patients for drug management as opposed to 
surgical management is the same for demecarium and echo- 
thiophate as for older, similar-acting drugs. Both of the newer 
agents have a long duration of action; residual effects may 
persist for a week or more after a single instillation. Like 
other highly potent cholinesterase inhibitors, they are more 
irritating and have a higher potential toxicity than weaker 
agents, such as pilocarpine and physostigmine. Therefore, the 
most conservative approach is to reserve their use for those 
patients whose symptoms are not satisfactorily controlled by 
less potent agents. 

The drugs are most useful in chronic simple (wide angle) 
glaucoma, but they may also be of value in selected cases of 
glaucoma secondary to extraction of the lens (aphakic glau- 
coma), or other forms of secondary glaucoma. They are con- 
traindicated in narrow angle glaucoma because the intense 
ciliary spasm sometimes induced by these drugs may produce 
angle congestion and a paradoxical rise in the intraocular 
pressure. They should not be used, therefore, until gonio- 
scopic examination has shown that the iridocorneal angle is 
open. 

Demecarium bromide has also proved useful in the manage- 
ment of accommodative convergent strabismus (accommoda- 
tive esotropia). Theoretical considerations suggest that echo- 
thiophate, too, will be useful in this condition, and its suit- 
ability for this purpose is being explored. 
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In contrast to compounds such as pilocarpine, which act 
directly on the structures of the eye, both of the newer drugs, 
like isofluropha‘e and physostigmine, produce their effects in- 
directly by inhibiting the enzyme cholinesterase, thereby pre- 
serving acetylcholine liberated at the terminations of choliner- 
gic nerves. They thus belong to the group of drugs designated 
“cholinesterase inhibitors.”” In their duration of action, both 
drugs more closely resemble isoflurophate than the shorter- 
acting compounds typified by physostigmine. However, the 
enzyme inhibition produced by demecarium resembles that of 
physostigmine in being “reversible,” whereas echothiophate 
and isoflurophate produce a so-called “irreversible” inhibition. 


Side-Effects—Ciliary spasm is the most common and an- 
noying local untoward effect produced by either drug. The 
affected eye is congested and painful; pain is intensified by 
accommodative effort or by exposure to light. Administra- 
tion at bedtime and the use of solutions of the lowest effective 
concentration help minimize this complication. 

Iris cysts may develop after prolonged use of either drug 
(or of other powerful miotics) and are especially likely to 
occur in children. These smoothly rounded nodules on the 
pupillary margin, which may completely occlude the pupil 
in severe cases, disappear when use of the drug is discontinued. 

Periodic examination of the eye in order to detect the 
possible development of iritis is considered a salutary pre- 
caution. If the patient has never received the drug before, 
tonometric measurement should be made for 2 to 4 hours after 
the first instillation in order to detect the paradoxical rise in 
pressure that occurs in some patients. If a significant rise in 
pressure occurs, it should be combated by systemic administra- 
tion of a carbonic anhydrase inhibitor, by local instillation of 
epinephrine, or by other appropriate measures. 

Contact dermatitis after the use of demecarium bromide has 
occurred in a few patients. 

Systemic Toxicity—Both demecarium and echothiophate 
are extremely potent drugs; careless use can cause serious, 
even fatal, poisoning. Sufficient absorption occurs after oph- 
thalmic instillation to produce a measurable decrease of the 
serum cholinesterase concentration, even though recommended 
concentrations and schedules of administration are followed. 
Cholinomimetic manifestations occur occasionally and include 
nausea, vomiting, diarrhea, abdominal pain, and _ bronchial 
constriction. 

If serious systemic poisoning occurs, atropine should be ad- 
ministered; since the latter docs not counteract the neuro- 
muscular effects of cholinergic agents, necessary steps should 
also be taken to assure a free airway, and artificial respiration 
should be administered when needed. 


Other Drugs Evaluated 
‘ New Drugs 


HypDROXYZINE PAMOATE (Vistaril) is a new salt of the anti-* 
histaminic agent hydroxyzine, which was previously available 
only as the hydrochloride. Hydroxyzine pamoate is used more 
often for its sedative effect in the management of psycho- 
neuroses and minor emotional disorders than as an anti- 
histaminic agent. 


IsOxXSUPRINE HYDROCHLORIDE (Vasodilan), a recently in- 
troduced peripheral vasodilator chemically related to amines 
such as nylidrin hydrochloride, is comparable in effectiveness 
to the latter and to other similar drugs now in use. The 
opinion has been expressed that neither isoxsuprine nor any 
of the other drugs now available satisfies the need for a 
potent persistent vasodilator with specific local effects; thus, 
their value in the management of vascular disease remains 
somewhat obscure and controversial. Enthusiastic reports have 
appeared, but many of these placed excessive reliance on the 
patient’s subjective evaluation of symptoms. Nevertheless, 
occasional patients seem to benefit from their use, and, on this 
basis, empirical trial of isoxsuprine in conditions such as 
thromboangiitis obliterans, Raynaud’s disease, and arterio- 
sclerotic vascular disease appears to be justified. 
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DRUG EVALUATIONS 


Objective measurements of circulatory changes produced by 
therapeutic doses in human subjects indicate that isoxsuprine 
induces a slight to moderate increase in the blood flow of 
resting muscle; however, the increase, like that produced by 
other commonly used vasodilators, is much smaller than that 
which accompanies moderate exercise. Attempts to demon- 
strate a concomitant increase in resting muscle power or a 
decrease in muscular fatigability have failed. It has been 
postulated that its ineffectiveness in this respect results from 
the difficulty of further augmenting blood flow in contracting 
muscle, in which the blood flow is already many times that 
found in resting muscle. 

Some investigators have reported that isoxsuprine, when 
administered in therapeutic doses to human patients, produces 
significant relaxation of the uterus, as determined by measure- 
ments of intrauterine pressure; others, however, have not 
confirmed these observations. Nevertheless, isoxsuprine has 
been proposed for use in the management of disorders of 
uterine motility, including dysmenorrhea, threatened abor- 
tion, and premature labor. Despite a few favorable reports, 
its value in these conditions cannot be regarded as conclusively 
established at the present time. 

Usual doses of isoxsuprine have little effect on heart rate 
or blood pressure and produce few unwanted side-effects. 
Larger doses may cause cardiac acceleration and a fall in 
blood pressure and have occasioned abrupt hypotensive re- 
actions in hypertensive patients. Other side-effects occur infre- 
quently, although palpitation, nausea, vomiting, dizziness, 
and weakness occur occasionally. 


New Uses 


Recent reports have prompted the Council to review the 
use of HYDROXYZINE HYDROCHLORIDE (Atarax, Vistari! Par- 
enteral) in the management of cardiac arrhythmia. There 
appears to be little doubt that this drug will prevent or arrest 
certain experimentally induced ventricular arrhythmias in the 
cat, but there is a lack of convincing evidence that it is more 
active in this respect than a number of other antihistaminic 
agents and drugs of other categories which are not ordinarily 
regarded as antiarrhythmic agents. In clinical studies in 
which favorable observations were reported, it was not possible 
to exclude the possibility that the results obtained were not 
due to the known sedative action of the drug, and, therefore, 
similar to those results that might be obtained with barbitu- 
rates or other central nervous system depressants. Accordingly, 
its use in the management of cardiac arrhythmias in human 
subjects should be regarded as experimental. The drug should 
not be regarded as a substitute for quinidine, procainamide, 


or other established antifibrillatory agents.

B® CHARGES FOR DRUGS, parenthetically, at times 
bulked larger than fees in medical bills—the usual 
situation in an apothecary’s practice.

Hugh Mercer of Fredericksburg, for examnle, was 
charging, by the early seventies, 5 shillings for a 
visit but no less than 7/6 for doses of galap—the 
latter figure being about the price of two pairs of 
shoes. No wonder that when one Dr. James 
McClurg rejected the functions of both surgeon 
and apothecary, he could not make a living; and 
that simply as abstention from drug selling aroused 
professional resentment against Dr. Adam Thomp-
